EEVIEW BY THE AGENT TO THE GOVERNOE-GENEEAL 


1 In my letter No 73I-D , dated the 2Ist February 1906, with which I for- 

^ warded the Admimstration Reports of the 

States and Estates m Central India for the 
year 1904-06, 1 commented on the difficulty of submittmg them by any precise date 
and on the mconvemences which arise from the fact that the year which the 
reports cover vanes m different localities These difficulties have, from vanous 
causes, proved greater than ever m deahng with the reports for 1905-00, which I 
am only now m a position to forward officially A hrt of the reports received 
for that year is given m Appendix No (I) where the results are tabulated by 
Agencies They cover 90 States and Estates, as agamst 62 covered by the reports 
of last year Reports m manuscnpt were also received from the Ajaigarh State 
m the Bundelkhand Agency (see page 41) and from the Muhammadgarh State m the 
Bhopal Agency, but have not been prmted It wiU be observed that the Gwahor 
Darbar’s report was not received until March 1907 while several of the reports 
from Bundelkhand came to hand durmg April In these circumstances I am 
about to address you separately as to the method which should, m my opmion, 
be adopted m future m order to secure that the general narrative ol the Agency 
may be submitted at a reasonable mterval after the close of the year to which 
it relates

Retrospect over 40 years Sir Richard) Meade for the year 1866-06 

I am now deahng with the year 1906-06 It was at first my mtention to enter 
at some detail mto the changes which have occurred durmg these four decades , 
but it would be superfluous to write at length upon the subject because material 
for such a comparison is available m the volumes of the Imperial Gazetteer of 
Central India, which will shortly be published. A few general remarks may not, 
however, be out of place

m Central India enjoy the honour of a salute Of the Salute Chiefs of 1866 
there survive but two, namely. His Highness Maharaja Sir Bhowam Smgh 
Bahadur, K 0 S I , of Datia, and His Highness Maharaja Sir Ranjor Smgh 
Bahadur’ K C LE , of Ajaigarh 

4 The revenues of the whole Agency were estimated by Sir R Meade at 

Rs 2,61,23,000 , they have been calculated 
for the Gazetteer at 428 3 lakhs, or an 
mcrease of about 64 per cent Sir R Meade spoke m his report of the poverty 
and apathy of the petty Chiefs The improvement m the financial condition 
has no doubt been most marked m the case of the large States, where mtemal 
development has, m several instances, been rapid , but the small estate-holders 
have of course shared to some extent m the general advance, and, with the 
present and rising generations, an active and mtelhgent mterest m their own 
afians and those of the provmce generally may be reckoned as rather the 
rule than the exception The latter pomt may perhaps be illustrated by the 
fact that nearly 100 separate umts m Central India are represented on the sub- 
scription list for the re-constitution of the Daly College, while m a large number 
of the unrepresented umts there is either a mmonty or a penod of management 

6 H we look at the population of Central India, there is, m some respects, less 
, ground for satisfaction The first recorf of 

opuia on census IS that taken by Sir John 

Malcolm m Malwa m 1820, when he found the population to be about 98 to the 
square mile In 1874 the population of the whole Agency was estimated at some- 
thmg over 8 milhons , but at the census of 1881 it was returned at just over 9J 
milhons, yieldmg a (corrected) density of 131 08 to the square mile , the census 
of 1891 gave a total of nearly lOj miUions, with a density of 131 92 The census of 
1901 was, however, the first that was conducted on the same hues as the census 
in British India and is consequently the first upon which much rehance can be 
placed It showed a total population of nearly 8f millions and a density of 109 to 
the square mile There is no doubt that the population of Central India fell off 
very considerably in the precedmg ten years, through the effects of two severe 
fammes and several other years of agncultural failure , but it is by no means 
necessary to assume that the loss of hfe was so senous as a comparison between 
the census figures of 1891 and 1901 would suggest 

A pomt that is weU deservmg of notice is the proportion of Marathas It is 
Classes of Populataon practice to speak of Central India as a 

congeries of Maratha and Rajput States, 
and the expression is correct m so far that the area held by the Maratha Houses 
of Scmdia, Holkar, and the Ponwars (Dhar and Dewas) amounts to over 
37,000 square miles, with a population of over 4 milhons, or httle short 
of half of the entire Central India Agency But the grand total of Marathas 
in Central India at the census of 1901 was only just over 34,000, or 
considerably less than J per cent of the whole population, and under 1 
per cent of the population ruled by Chiefa of Maratha blood In round figures, 
the population of Central India is made up of rather over 7,000,000 Hmdus 
(including 900,000 Brahmans and 660,000 Rajputs) and 600,000 Muhammadans ; 
while the Bhds, Gonds, and other similar tribes total about 1,000,000

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comm-nmcation was then undoubtedly the Bombay-Agra road, and of this it was 
recorded m Sir R Meade’s first report — “ Owing to much of the country through 
which it passes bemg black soil, this road cuts up very rapidly m the rams , and 
its present condition cannot be descnbed as satisfactory The great desideratum 
is metal , hitherto only moorum, a cheap substitute, has been employed , it 
qmckly decays, and the road reverts to a mass of black mud ” The early 
administration reports also show that the road was very imperfectly bridged, 
and traffic on it durmg the rams must have been practically impossible 
The famme years of 1868-70 brought home to aU the necessity for opemng up the 
country and, m his annual report for 1870-71, the Agent to the Glovernor- General 
was able to state that over 1,100 miles of road were completed or under construc- 
tion. The Darbars were not slow to follow the lead thus given and an active 
pohcy was also successfully mtroduced m the matter of railway construction At 
the end of the year 1905-06 the position was as under —

British Indian comage m place of the local currencies In the majbnty of the 
important States the land revenue has been, or is bemg, assessed m accordance 
with the prmciples that are observed m British India, and this important reform 
has not only been accompamed by a general improvement of revenue, but has also 
engendered a feehng of confidence among the agricultural population 

The condition of the jails m the States of Central India came m for scathmg 

comment m the earher Administration 
Reports (see, e p , page 31 of the Report for 
1874-76) The leading States aU now possess jails on the British Indian model , the 
smaller States have almost aU made satisfactory arrangements for the detention of 
them prisoners , inspection by British officials is welcomed, and advice offered 
m a ffiendly spirit is sure to produce good frmt Justice is now administered 
m accordance with the spirit of the British codes and, though patriarchal methods 
still huger m some of the more old-fashioned and conservative States, there has 
undoubtedly been a general and satisfactory advance and the good offices of the 
Pohtical Agent are now but seldom reqmred m order to secure a fau hearmg for 
complamants 

The notable campaign which was conducted m Bundelkhand m 1892-94 by 

Mr A C Hankm, C I B , and the energetic 
action of the Maharaja Scmdia have done

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much towards tlie reduction of dakaiti Nevertheless there is a very large 
proportion of the population of Central India whose ancestral habits and traditions 
render them prone to succumb to the temptation of preymg on their neighbours and 
on travellers and, for many years to come, seasons of scarcity or of popular 
excitement wiU not improbably be accompanied by sporadic outbreaks of dakaiti 
and highway robbery / 

In no direction has advance been more marked than m arrangements for 
, , , medical rehef In his report for 1866 Sir 

® E Meade was only able to name 26 hospitals 

and dispensaries throughout all the States of Central India, while the returns (which 
were, it is true, mcomplete) mdicated that less than 60,000 patieiits had been treated 
in the year The report of the Administrative Medical Officer in Central India 
for 1906 gives particulars of 147 hospitals and dispensaries, which are mamtamed 
by 47 States at an annual cost of 4J lakhs The number of medical practitioners 
employed m these institutions was 180 and over 1,367,000 new cases were treated 
dunng the year 

It IS recorded that m 1868, with the exception of the Maharaja Holkar’s 
Education. school m Indore City and the Sehore High 

School, there were hardly any institutions 
worthy of the name of a school m the whole of Central India, while so late as 1890 
Mr Henvey, then Agent to the Governor-General, wrote “ m the matter of educa- 
tion the darkness IS Cimmenan ” At the present day the States of Central India 

possess over 900* educational institutions, 
which mclude four colleges teachmg up to 
the Umversity B A standard and 26 High 
Schools teaching up to the Entrance stand- 
ard The Gwahor and Indore States have 
efficient and well-organised Educational 
Departments In the other Agencies much 
yet remams to be done, particularly m 
regard to arrangements for the inspection of 
schools and for the supply of a qualified 
teachmg staff The progress of the last 20 
Total 939 years IS, however, distmctly encouragmg

m connection with the rainfall and crop averages — see Appendix No (IH) — ^it may 
prove of mterest. The marked dimmution of rainfall, with the attendant faUmg 
off m average crop values, is a very serious feature In the six Agencies dealt 
with, the average dimmution m rainfall is X4 9 per cent , while the dumnution m 
crop value is 14’62 per cent

Noteworthy Ma-Iters in the Hjstory of the Year 

1 0 The most important mcident m the history of the year was the visit to Indore 
Royal visit to Central India Their Royal Highnesses the Pnnee and 

Prmcess of Wales ^Central India had not 
ongmaUy been mcluded m the scope of the Royal programme , but, owmgtothe 
prevalence of farmne m Rajputana, the projected visit to Ajmer was cancelled and 
a Visit to Indore was substituted The notice given of this change was necessanly 
snort and the tune available for preparation was very hmited , nevertheless it may bo 
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claimed that the visit was a distmct success By a fortunate coincidence a large 
number of the Chiefs and notables of Central India had already arranged to be 
present at Indore at the end of October, when it was expeeted that His 
Excellency Lord Curzon would lay the foundation stone of the new Daly College, 
and they prolonged their stay m order to be present durmg the Royal visit 

Their Royal Highnesses arrived at Indore on the evenmg of the 16th November 
1906, when, among those present to receive them, were* 20 Salute Chiefs and some 
40 lesser Chiefs, with a large assembly of Sardars and other notables On the 
mormng of the 16th the Prmce of Wales held a pubhc Darbar at which 19 Salute 
Chiefs were formally presented to His Royal Highness In the evenmg, after 
a State Banquet, His Royal Highness invested Her Highness the Begam of Bhopal 
with the insigma of the G C I E , and His Highness the Raja of Sadana with the 
insigma of the K C I E 

On the mormng of the 17th His Royal Highness reviewed the Bhopal Victona 
Lancers, and afterwards exchanged ceremomal visits with His Highness the 
Maharaja Holkar of Indore , in the evenmg he opened the King Edward HaU 
m Indore City , after which Their Royal Highnesses took their departure 

In addition to the ceremomal occasions, the Chiefs and notables had the 
honour of several informal meetings with Their Royal Highnesses, when almost 
every one of them enjoyed the privilege of personal conversation with the 
Royal visitors

recommendations Accordmgly Their Highnesses the Maharajas of Gwahor, Orchha, 
and Charkhan, and the Rajas of Rajgarh, Sitamau, and Sadana, with the 
Thakur of Piploda and the Ministers of Indore and Bhopal, met at Indore in August 
A general scheme of the requisite new buddmgs was prepared and it was deeided 
to mvite Colonel Sir Swmton Jacob, K C I E , to prepare the designs Tentative 
rules for the conduct of the busmess of the CoUege were also drafted Intima- 
tion was shortly afterwards received that the Secretary of State had sanctioned 
the proposed European staff and that His ExceUency Lord Curzon would lay 
the foundation stone of the new buddmgs His ExceUency was unfortunately 
prevented by mdisposition from carrymg out this mtention , but the eeremony was 
duly performed on the 4th November 1906, when the speech which Lord Curzon 
had mtended to dehver was read to an assembly which mcluded 66 Chiefs 
and Guaranteed Thakurs, with a large number of Sardars and of&cials A General

The history of the famme belongs more properlj^ to the year 1906-07 It 
will suffice to say here that the States faced the situation with courage and that 
their arrangements were on the whole excellent and successful Of loss of human 
life from starvation there is beheved to have been practically none, but the loss 
of cattle was very severe 

17 The medical history of the year is dealt with m the Annual Report by 
PnbLo health Administrative Medical Officer, which 

has been separately published Speaking 
generally the year was a healthy one, though there was a somewhat severe epidermc 
of smaU-pox. In 1904 over 26,000 deaths from plague had been registered In 
1905 the total reported seizures were only 3,467 and the deaths 2,866 This 
remarkable improvement led to sangume hopes of the early disappearance of the 
disease, which have unfortunately been dashed by the experiences of 1906 and of 
the current year 

IS The Gazette of the 1st January 1906 announced the appomtment of His 
Honnnr,, Highncss Maharaja Sir Partah Smgh of 

Orchha, GOLD, to be a GCSI, and the 
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grant to His Higtaess Maharaja Sir Bhowam Smgh of Datia, K C S I , of an 
addition of two guns to his salute ^as a personal distmctioru In the same Gazette 
the title of Khan Bahadur was bestowed upon Munshi Israr Hasan Elian, Judicial 
Minister of Bhopal, and that of Rao Bahadur upon Raoji Janardhan Bhide, Super- 
mtendent of the Dewas State, Semor Branch, while Munshi Abdul Kadar, Secre- 
tary to the Muhammadan Plague Committee at Mhow, received the Silver Kaisar- 
i- TTin d Medal 

In connection with the tour of His Royal Highness the Prmce of Wales, Major 
Sir Clement Fdose, Mditary Secretary to His Highness the- Maharaja Scmdia, 
and Surdar Bahadur Major Mirza Kanm Beg, of the Bhopal Victoria Lancers, 
were made members of the Royal Victonan Order His Royal Highness also 
bestowed the bronze Victonan Medal upon Sardar Bahadur Dyal Smgh, of the 
Thagi and Dakaiti Department, and Salar Bakhsh, the Nazir of the Central 
India Agency

19 '(a) Gwalwr — ^In reviewmg the Darbar’s Administration Report for the 
year 1904-1905, Mr Cobb observed that it had not been prepared on the hues 
mdicated m the recent instructions from the Government of India Those instruc- 
tions were, however, merely mtended as a general gmde, and, m the matter of 
supplymg full, mterestmg, and valuable information, the Darbar’s compilation for 
1905-1906 will not be found wantmg The whole report will well repay careful 
perusal It is a record not only of much good and sohd work, but also of many 
enterprismg and mterestmg experiments His Highness the Maharaja is to be 
congratulated upon havmg mfused mto the personnel of his administration much 
of his own energy and zeal 

In his last year’s review Mr Cobb, while specifically acknowledgmg “the high 
level of admmistrative efficiency which exists generally throughout Gwahor,” 
considered it his duty to call attention to certam pomte m which improvement 
was, m his opmion, desirable The present report contains clear evidence that 
these matters had not escaped the attention of the Maharaja and that smtable 
action has already been taken I join with Mr Cobb m congratulatmg His High- 
ness on the appomtment of Mur Sultan Ahmed Khan as Chief Justice and upon 
the more recent acqmsition of the services of Mr Sidney Preston, C I E , though 
the latter event belongs to the history of the succeeding year 

Hth Highness is fully ahve to the desirabdity of securmg thorough efficiency 
in his Secretariat and the measures of reform which are noticed m the Resident’s 
review are sufficient mdications of His Highness’s pohcy m this matter The 
delegation of authority to Heads of Departments and others is an object which 
His Highness is steadily pursmng , but it wdl be readily understood that, m such 
an administration as Gwahor, it is sometimes not easy to mduce officials to avail 
themselves of wide powers and to accept large responsibihties 

The task entrusted by His Highness to the “ Customs Commission ” was 
of a wide and most important character I beheve that the task was discharged 
with thoroughness and I look with confidence to satisfactory results The history 
of the famme m Northern Gwahor wdl more properly be dealt with m the review 
of the year 1906-07 , but I may note here that the rehef operations, to 
which TTia Highness devoted much personal attention, were ably conducted under 
the supervision of Rai Bahadur Munshi Jugal Kishore as Central Famme Officer, 
and that His Highness displayed a wise hberahty m the matter of remissions and 
suspensions of revenue The medical arrangements m connection with the fa min e 
camps appear to have been exceedmgly good and it is satisfactory to note that, 
in spite of severe outbreaks of cholera and smaU-pox durmg the cold weather, 
the deaths from these causes m the rehef camps did not reach a total of 300 Mr 
Fran,cis records that m the afiected districts the hve-stock was reduced by more 
than half, and the loss would m all probabihty have been even more serious but for 
the efficient service which was rendered by the Gwahor Light Railways m the 
distribution of fodder The fact that m a season of such agncultural distress 
there was no senous mcrease m crime reflects much credit on the working of the 
Pohce Department, which, I beheve, fuUy merits the encorma passed upon it by 
Mr Cobb The arrangements which are m progress for brandmg cattle (page 69) 
wdl be noted with mterest 
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The experiment m connection with Agricultural Banks (pa^es 10 and 34) ap- 
pears hkely to prove successful The report ^of the Educational Department 
IS sufficient evidence of the enhghtened attention that is devoted by His Highness 
to tlus subject The Sardars’ Daughters’ School is an institution which I earnestly 
hope may meet with the success that it deserves 

The progress of the Gwahor Light Kailways appears to be encouragmg 

The Techmcal and Industrial Institute, under Mr Qmnn, to which hlr Cobb 
specially refers in his review, is, I beheve, domg valuable work, the results of which 
will no doubt become apparent in future years 

The tune and attention of the Maharaja himself and of the majonty of his 
stafi were of course largely occupied by the arrangements for the Boyal visits, 
which were adnurably earned out In spite of this distraction His Highness was 
able to bestow close attention to the ordinary administration and is to be 
congratulated on the general results achieved m a year of trial and adversity 

20 Mr Cobb’s report on the administration of the petty States and 
Estates which are under the supervision of the Gwahor Eesident gives m a concise 
form much useful mformation about these small umts Then afiaus have formed 
the subject of special correspondence with the Government of India and I will 
content myself here by expressing my fuU concurrence ’with Mr Cobb’s anticipa- 
tion that then condition wdl improve with marked rapidity as soon as the 
Resident is supphed with a qualified Assistant to aid him m dealing with them 

21 (&) Indore — In the Indore State, as observed by the Resident, Mr Bosanquet, 
the year was one of steady progress His review deals with the matters of chief 
importance and mterest The results achieved m the Pubhc Works Department 
are sufficient testimony of the value of the services of Mr F A. Cowley The 
State IS fortunate at having at its disposal such able and energetic officers as Messrs. 
Hoare, Cholmondeley, Cowley, and Seagnm, and the selection of Mr Biscoe for the 
charge of the Forests gives hopes of progress m that important department The 
work of the Medical Department imder Dr G R Tambe is fully deservmg of the com- 
mendation bestowed upon it by the Minister I entuely concur in Mr Bosanquet’s 
closing remarks regarding the qualifications of the Minister and the able support 
which he receives from his colleagues 

The progress made by the young Maharaja is emmently satisfactory and the 
State IS to be congratulate on havmg secured Mr H C Clogstoun, C I E , as His- 
Highness’s Guardian 

22 (c) BaghetlJiand — The Rewa Report is a clear and careful composition 

and, read with the Pohtical Agent’s review, furnishes aU necessary mformation 
regardmg this State The Maharaja has paid considerable attention to the admi- 
mstration and His Highness’s prolonged tour afiorded satisfactory proof of his 
desire personally to promote needful reforms The question of opium cultivation 
in the State is receivmg the attention of Mr. Cox, the newly appomted Excise 
Co mmi ssioner m Central India Smee the Report was drawn up, the Maharaja has 
shown his mtention of improvmg his forest admimstration by applymg for the 
services of an officer of the Impenal Forest Department *’ 

In connection with the affairs of the Daly College His Highness has displayed 
a very practical mterest m educational matters and I doubt not that the needs* 
of his State m this respect will receive his careful attention 

The Nagod State suffered a severe loss through the death of Rai Bahadur 
Radhey Lai, who had held the post of Dewan for 12 years The affairs of this 
httle State contmued to be satisfactorily conducted by the late Dewan durmg^ 
the year under review The Raja’s adopted son, Lai Bhargyendra Smgh, is makmg 
satisfactory progress at the Mayo College where he was entered m May 1906. 
There is nothmg caHmg for special notice m the affairs of the other petty States 
under this Agency 

23 (d) Bhopal Agency ^ — The Bhopal Administration Report well repays perusal. 
Her Plighness the Begam is unsparmg of herself m her efforts for the improve- 
ment of her administration, and the record of the year is a satisfactory one Her 
Highness and her eldest son made prolonged tours m the districts, m the courser 
of which they instituted careful personal enquiries mto the condition of the people- 
and mto the mcidence of the revenue demand Her Highness’s second son, Colonel 
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Sahibzada Obaid-uUali Eian, bas displayed mucb zeal and energy in connection 
With bis nuhtary duties, and bis appointment to tbe command of tbe Bbopal Vic- 
tona Lancers bas proved a real success This fine regiment (as already noticed) 
bad tbe honour of bemg personally inspected at Indore by tbe Prmce of Wales, 
when His Royal Highness was pleased to express hims elf as highly gratified with 
then appearance 

Smce tbe Report was drawn up Her Highness bas secured tbe services of a 
capable Forest Officer from Berar, who was recommended to her by 
Mr R M Wilbamson 

Her Highness’s mterest m education is weU known and this subject receives 
close personal attention at her bands 

Her Highness is to be congratulated on tbe improvement of her finances 

Tbe administration of Rajgarb reflects great credit upon His Highness tbe 
Raja and upon bis able Dewan Bisbesbar Nath 

In this State and also m Narsmgarb tbe progress of tbe settlement operations 
was qmte satisfactory 

Tbe neigbbourmg State of Khilchipur remains m a somewhat backward condi- 
tion 

Tbe affairs of tbe other small States and Estates m this Agency are adequately 
dealt with by tbe Pobtical Agent and call for no comment 

24 (e) Bluypawar Agency — Tbe Administration Reports from this Agency are, 
on tbe whole, creditable to tbe compders and are dealt with m sufficient detail 
m tbe reviews by tbe Pobtical Agent Tbe Raja of Dbar contmued to make good 
progress under tbe care of Mr F H Joy, and tbe Rana of Barwam did well at tbe 
Mavo College In both these States close attention was paid to land revenue 
matters with a view to tbe mtroduction of a new settlement Tbe year 
was noteworthy m Dbar for tbe abobtion of tbe Sayer and Customs duties, 
a reform from which good results may be confidently expected Steps were taken 
for tbe mtroduction of a proper programme of pubbc works The majority of 
tbe min or States and Estates m tbe Agency are senously embarrassed from tbe 
effects of tbe late f amin e , tbeir finances are bemg carefully husbanded 

25t (/) Bunddkiiand Agency — Administration Reports have been prepared by 
or for 21 out of tbe 22 States and Jagirs m this Agency Tbe non-completion of 
a report by tbe Orcbba Darbar is to be ascribed to the pre-occupation of the Maha- 
raja with tbe illness of tbe Mabaram who, I greatly regret to record, died m October 
last His Highness’s personal knowledge of bis State and its history is full and 
detailed , be pays a close attention to busmess and, should be be able to devote 
tim e to tbe preparation of a report, it would doubtless prove a very mterestmg 
and valuable record His Highness bas done mucb m tbe past to improve bis State 
by tbe construction of tanks and reservoirs , tbe arrangements which be made 
for meeting famme were adequate He takes tbe greatot mterest m education 
and IS an active member of tbe Managmg Committee of tbe Daly College 

Tbe affairs of tbe remaining States and of tbe Jagirs are so fully discussed 
m tbe reports and m tbe Pobtical Agent’s reviews that any detailed comments 
would amount to mere repetition Tbe reviews are all tmged with tbe shadow 
of tbe famin e which bung so beavdy over tbe land , but tbe history of which be- 
longs more properly to the year 1906-07 Tbe reports contam evidence of mucb 
admirable and courageous work, which was qmetly, unostentatiously, and, I re* 
joice to add, successfully performed Credit is perhaps more especially due to 
some of tbe small Jagirs for tbe firmness with which they met and weathered 
tbe storm, and tbe names of tbe Jagirdar of Ton Fatebpur, Rao Bahadur Arjun 
Smgb, of Rao Bban Partap Smgb of Jigm, of tbe (Jumor) Dowager Jagirdann 
of Jigm , and of tbe Dowager Jagirdann of Gaunbar stand out as specially worthy 
of favourable mention 

In tbe Bundelkband Agency there are to be found States and Jagirs m almost 
every stage of development — from Datia, an old-fashioned and backward State 
which IS administered by a worthy old Chief who ascended tbe gadi m tbe year of 
tbe Mutiny, to Parma which bas been under direct management smce 1902 dunng 
tbe mmonly of tbe present Chief In tbe majonty of tbe States tbe general level 
of tbe administration is decidedly fan, and Samtbar, Cbaxkban, Cbbattarpur, 
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and Sanla are each in then oim line desexvmg of commendation Baom, as 
BIr Jardine observes, offers a notable instance of what can be effected by careful 
management This little State, with a revenue of about one lakh, has been able 
in a period of rather under five years, which included one very lean year and one 
year of actual scarcity and famine, to discharge debts amountmg to a lakh and 
a halt, to devote a quarter of a lakh to survey and settlement, to remit or suspend 
land revenue for upwards of halt a lakh, besides mcurrmg considerable expenditure 
on famme rehef, and can yet show a closing balance of Rs 43,600 against an opemng 
balance of Rs 34,700 These results reflect great credit upon the Supermtendent. 
Rai Sahib Jagat Naram, while the Nawab, who has recently been entrusted with 
full powers, deserves a decided commendation for his selt-demd and for the general 
support which he has given to the Supe^tendent 

Similarly satisfactory results were ohtamed m Bqawar, where, durmg the 
seven years of management, habdities to the amount of nearly seven lakhs were 
discharged, heavy extraordinary expenditure was mcurred on survey and settle^ 
ment, and the treasury, which had been empty at the commencement of the period, 
was left with a closmg balance of half a lal^ It is true th^t the Darbar found it 
necessary to take a loan from Government to enable it to discharge its duties 
of famme rehef m 1906-06 , but there is every reason to anticipate that this 
debt will be speedily hqmdated. 

Instances such as these are worthy of special mention, not only for their 
intrinsic value, but as affordmg mdications of what might be accomphshed, and 
that too without risk, by a hberal pobcy of financial assistance to States which stand 
m need of capital for purposes of self-development 

26 (gr) Malwa Agency — The rainfall m Malwa was far below the average and all 
the States and holdings m the Agency suffered a heavy loss of revenue m conse- 
quence The four Chiefs and the Thakur of Piploda are all well educated gentle- 
men, with high ideals of then duties, and the record of the year is one of courageous 
struggle agamst difficulty The reviews of the Pohtical Agent give a full account 
of the affairs of each umt 

27 Qi) States, etc , under the First Assistant — The reviews by Mr Reynolds, 
with whose remarks I am in entice concurrence, indicate the necessity for close^ 
attention to the financial position m the two Dewas States, and particularly in the 
Jumor Branch, At the end of the year 1906-07 the area Which has hitherto 
been under the First Assistant was transferred to the Malwa Agency and I look 
with confidence to a marked improvement under the new regime It has been 
impossible of recent years for the First Assistant, whose time is fully occupied 
by his secretariat and magisterial duties, to bestow upon these States and holdmgs 
the direct personal supervision which they require

(1) EEVIEW BY ME H V COBB, ICS, EESIDENT AT GWALIOE, ON THE 
ADMINISTEATION EEPOET OF THE GWALIOE STATE FOE THE TEAE 
1906 06 


Eor reasons of which I am not fuUy aware the Darhar’s Administration Eeport 
for the year endmg the 30th June 1906 has not reached me until the Ist March 
1907 on the very eve of my departure on furlough The Eeport itself is much, 
fuller than usual, extendmg to nearly 100 pages of prmt, and m the advanced 
copy (aU that I have at present received) the statistical tables referred to m the 
body of the Eeport are not mcluded Under these circumstances it iS impossible 
for me, with my successor amvmg m 24 hours, to attempt anyt hin g hke a de- 
tailed review and I must content myself with a few bnef remarks on the sahent 
-features- of the year 

2 The most striking features of the year consisted (1) m the honour paid 
to His Highness the Maharaja by the receipt of two visits from His Eoyal High- 
ness the Prmce of Wales, who was accompamed on the earher occasion by Her 
Eoyal Highness the Prmcess, and (2) m the prevalence towards the close of the 
year of fa min e over the northern half of the State 

As to the two Eoyal visits I think it may safely be said that they were com- 
pletely successful m every way 

His Highness the Maharaja threw himself mto the preparations with mcon- 
ceivable energy and vigour, and, inspired by his example, his stafi, one and aU, 
worked with equal zeal There was not an item m the programme, nor a detail 
m each item, which was not personally supervised by and rehearsed before the 
Maharaja 

The result was that the orgamsation and arrangements were as nearly per- 
fect as anythmg can be, and surpassed anything of a similar character I have 
ever seen before Their Eoyal Highnesses were gracious enough to speak of 
their stay here m the most flattering terms, and His Highness feels that m their 
appreciation he has the most complete reward for aU his efiorts 

On the occasion of the State banquet m December at the Palace, His Eoyal 
Highness the Prmce of Wales announced the appomtment of His Highness to 
be Honorary Colonel of his own regiment, the 1st Duke of York’s Own Lancers 
(Skinner’s Horse), a comphment which has, I beheve, been equally appreciated 
by the Maharaja and the gallant regiment concerned 

The Prmce’ s second visit m February and March was devoted ;prmcipally 
to shikar m which great success was achieved, somethmg hke ten tigers and 
several panthers falling to his nfle But His Eoyal Highness also took advantage 
of his stay to mspect personally one of the famme relief camps near Sipn, and 
the mterest and sympathy thus displayed afforded encouragement both to the 
workers and their dependents and to the staff directing the rehef operations 

3 As to the famine itself I do not propose to say much as the final report 
has not yet been received Bnefly put, over the whole of the northern and more 
compact half of the State, covermg about 16,000 square nules, less than a quarter 
of the average ramfall was received and crops, fodder, and water generally failed 
Eehef operations were taken m hand perhaps a httle too tardily, but once com- 
menced were organised on a most hberal scale The mortahty amongst cattle 
was very heavy, but I do not see how this could well have been avoided, as so 
exceptional a fodder famine had never before been experienced 

4 The re-organisation of the Secretariat has been of much use, but even 
now it is hardly able to cope with the constantly mcreasmg volume of work Every 
year the machmeiy of the State becomes more complex, and as each new Depart- 
ment IS formed and orgamsed the Secretariat work fro rata expands 

c 2 
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I unagme that before long it will have to be fnxtber strengthened if the work 
IS to be disposed of m a manner befittmg the high traditions of the State 

6 The press of famine work mterfered necessarily m some degree with the 
ordmary pnhhc works, and, shortly after the close of the year under report, Jlr 
]iIoora],theSupermtendmg Engmeer for Imgation, resigned his post m Gwahor 
and returned to service m Hyderabad In his place His Highness the Maharaja 
iias recently obtamed the services of Mr Sidney Preston, C I E , whose reputation 
as an irrigation expert is second to none m India Both His Highness and the 
State may weU be congratulated on this excellent appomtment 

6 Tlie work m connection with the reform of the Excise and Customs De- 
partment has been steadily progressmg, and it is hoped that the new Customs 
Eegulations will be brought mto force at the close of the present revenue year 
I venture to think that it wiU constitute one of the best reforms ever carried out 
in this State, and afford a great stimulus to mtemal trade and commerce 

7 The same remarks may he held to apply to the Judicial Department In 
his new Chief Justice, His Highness appears to me to have found a most valuable 
officer, and I have every hope that the changes now bemg gradually mtroduced 
mto this, perhaps the most important department of the State, will before long 
raise it to a standard hitherto unknown m Gwahor, and wiU, at the same tune, 
give a sense of security to the Maharaja’s subjects which wdl be far-reachmg m 
its results It is obvious that both as regards the Customs and the Judicial 
Department it is absurd to expect that the large measures of reforms under con- 
templation can be hastily devised and set m action But the good work is hems 
slowly and steadily pushed forward though its effect wdl not be reahsed m full 
for some years to come I Venture, however, even now to offer my smcere com- 
phments to Bbs Highness and his advisors for the progress already made and 
for the cautious dehberation ivith which each step is bemg considered. 

8 Ebs Highness m his review has not said much as to the Pohce admmis- 
tration The fuller account to be found m the Inspector-General’s Report wdl, 
however, testify to the very valuable help which has imgrudgmgly been given 
by the Darbar to the Bntish Indian authonties, and it has been my pleasure to 
convey on several occasions the thanks of the Local Governments concerned to 
the Darbar and its prmcipal Pohce officials I feel bound to express my personal 
obhgations to the Inspector-General of Pohce for the fnendly assistance he has 
always given to all matters relating to Bntish India which I have referred to 
him through the Darbar Secretanat The informal Conference at Agra referred 
to at page 72 of the prmted Report has resulted m estabhshmg cordial relations 
between the Darbar Frontier Pohce and those m the Umted Provmces, and, 
in spite of the year bemg one of severe famine, dakaitis and other hemous 
offences were kept well under control 

9 I should like also to caU special attention to Mr Lake’s remarks on page 
68 of the Report relating to Muhammad Ghaus’s Tomb The restoration has 
been excellently earned out, and now, owmg to the Darbar’ s hberahty, thia 
histone and beautiful buildmg is permanently safe 

10 As to the Army, His Highness had an opportumty of displaying its capa- 
bihties to His Royal Highness the Pnnee of Wales alike on the review ground 
and m the field of shikar Not bemg a soldier I am not qualified to express an 
expert opmion But so far as a civilian’s eye can judge the dnU and disciplme 
seemed excellent, and the troops respond to the Maharaja’s zeal and professional 
skdl 

II The extradition work throughout the year was somewhat disappomtm^ 

I am not yet aware of the outcome of the conference on the subject to which His 
Highness refers m his review What, however, is wanted is that, so far as the 
Secretariat is concerned, extradition cases should be dealt with by a tramed judicial 
officer, who knows his Codes and can appreciate the value of evidence With 
the employment of a capable Judicial Secretary who, and not the Pohtical Secre- 
tary, should deal with extradition work, and with the entertainment of better 
and tramed men as Magistrates, the difficulties with which I have had to contend 
will, I trust, soon disappear 

12 In hlr Johnstone’s mterestmg review of education I could wish that 
more details had been given m regard to the Techmeal and Industnal Institute 
under Mr Quinn 
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As to the Sardars’ School under Mr Bull, as Principal, I have observed in 
the case of mj wards a very marked progress, and I am of opmion that this 
mstitution IS domg admirable work 

13 In the course of the year Major Bayley made an extended tour amongst 
the small States attached to the Residency and, as a result, proposals for givmg 
the Resident a whole-time Assistant at Groona are now under consideration It 
IS also proposed to transfer to the direct pohtical charge of the Resident the 
outlymg portions of the State now under the Pohtical Agents at Sehore and 
Nimach, and to give to him another Assistant at head-quarters I greatly hope 
that these proposals will be given efiect to m the near future 

If they are sanctioned I consider that work wiU be m everv way expedited* 
and the Resident who at present spends far too much of his time over petty and 
routine details wdl have fame to attend to larger and more important problems 
which demand his attention. 

14 I fear I must agam ask for the Hon’ble the Agent to the Grovemor-Grene- 
ral’s mdulgent consideration of this admittedly short and imperfect review of 
a very mteresfang and full year’s work I have had only a few hours to study 
the Report which, without its statistical appendices, is naturally very mcomplete, 
and my remarks have been hteraUy written cunente cctlamo and agamst fame 


(2) REVIEW BY MR 0 V BOSARQUET, ICS, RESIDENT AT ESTDORE, ON 
TBffi ADMINISTRATION REPORT OF THE INDORE STATE FOR THE YEAR 
1905 


Whereas the years 1903 and 1904 were marked by drastic changes m nearly 
every Department of the State, the record of 1906 is the qmet progress of those 
reforms, the surest proof of their efficacy The re-organisation of the Pohce 
was earned a step m advance by a reduction in the strength of the establishment 
by 6 per cent , coupled with the grant of better pay to the lowest grades Trade 
was stiU further exempted from taxation by the restnefaon of octroi duties to 
twelve towns m all m the State 

2 That the expenditure of the year was m excess of the current revenue 
finances by Rs 16 J lakhs gives no cause for 

anxiety In frammg the budget the Gkmncil 
had estimated for a deficit of Rs 20^ lakhs in order to lay out Rs 23,36,000 on 
Pubhc Works, Of which the State had been starved m the past Actually the 
revenue worked out Rs 1J» lakhs better than the estimates, while Rs 4J lakhs 
of the budget grant for Pubhc Works could not be ufahsed 

The excess receipts were due to an additional Rs 3 lakhs under the head of 
hlisceUaneous for which only Rs 62,000 had been cautiously estimated and 
thus more than counterbalanced the budget deficits under Opium (Rs 96,000), 
Abkan (Rs 34,000), Post Office (Rs 26,000), Fmes (Rs 20,000), Customs 
(Rs 18,000) and Stamps (Rs 16,000) The falling off m opium revenue, which 
reahsed Rs 1,47,000 mcludmg hcenses, as agamst Rs 1,83,000 m the previous 
year, was chiefly m the taxation of crude opium m the distncts, and m import 
and export duties, and was due to the disastrous frost of January 1906 which, 
destroyed most of the opium crop The loss to the land revenue from the same 
oause was more than treble that amount, as Rs 3J lakhs had to be remitted from, 
the demand for the year, mz , Rs 1,63,000 on irngated land, chiefly poppy culti- 
vation, and Rs 1,87,000 on land under wheat, hnseed, and other dry crops Thus 
but for the frost, the total receipts of the year would have been Rs 6 lakhs better 
than the estimates Of the other deficits mentioned, the abkan revenue, though 
it did not come up to the expectations from the change of system, was still 
Rs 37,000 m advance of the previous year The lesser receipts from Customs 
represent the restnefaon of taxation pendmg the further development of trade 
The faUing off m postal revenue was only under service heads as explamed m the 
Report 
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On tlie expenditure side, the actuals amounted to Bs 73,39,000 against an 
estimate of Bs 76,68,000 Of tins sum Bs 10,20,000 -were spent on extraordmary 
Public Works, Bs 6 laklis represent non-recurrmg outlay on refunds of Assami 
money and capitabsed pensions for the reduction of the Army, and Bs l| lakhs 
were the cost for the year of the revenue survey and settlement -which wiU be 
completed m 1907 and 1908 respectively The refunds of Bs 1,11,626 -were 
a special and unforeseen charge due to the adjustment of the claims against 
the State from the time of the late Maharaja , and the expenditure of Bs 90,000 
for the Besidency represents the recovery of the pay of the Besident and his office 
estahhshment for 1903-04 as well as 1904-05 Excludmg such items, the expendi- 
ture of the year classed by the Darbar as “ ordmary ” amounted to 
* Ra 60,52 384 (Appendix XXVI)— 61,48,643,* and this mcludes under 

Es 3,29,838 ABanmis—Es 1,73,003 consolidated Palace expenditure the ea;-Mahara] a’ s annual 

allowance of Bs 4 lakhs The reduction 
of the Army has been a great sa-ving to the State, for whereas, pre-vious to 1902-03, 
the yearly expenditure was Bs 11 lakhs or more, the charges for the current year 
(excludmg the final refund of Assamis) were only Bs 6| lakhs, of which 
Bs 2,17,000 were the cost of the Imperial Service Contmgent, and Bs 3,13,000 
were spent on the pay, and Bs 46,600 on the re-eqmpment of the State Army In 
some of the other Departments further economies are possible in time On the 
other hand, the expenditure on the CJourts, and on the Medical and Educational 
Departments -will mcrease, and a Land Becords Stafi must be permanently mam- 
tained The finances, however, can well meet such additional charges Not 
only IS the revenue bound to mcrease, but there was a closmg balance m hand 
on the 30th September 1906 of Bs 2,27,89,000 exclusive of the Government 
Eailway loan of 1 crore, and the famme loans of 3 lakhs odd due by other States 
The closmg balance mcludes Bs 23,38,000 m Government Securities lodged -with 
the Bank of Bombay by the ex-Maharaja 


3 As mdicated m the Beport, the system on which the development of Pubhc 

Pabbe Works proccedmg IS that compre- 

hensive programmes have been prepared 
of the roads and administrative buddmgs required throughout the State The 
first is for mam hues of commumcation and feeder roads to railways, and leaves 
out of account the unmetalled roads, which it may be desirably hereafter to bndge 
and otherwise improve The bmldmg programme mcludes offices, courts, pohee 
stations, and dispensaries, at all admiiustrative centres where existmg buddmgs 
cannot be utihsed, and schools both there and m the larger vdlages The exe- 
cution of the two programmes goes hand m hand district by district, each ad- 


ministrative centre -with its buddmgs and the roads which lead to it bemg dealt 
with m turn. Combmed m this way the work at each place costs less, and brmgs 
its full return as soon as it is completed Durmg 1905, the buddmgs required 
at Indore itself were taken m hand and -wdl mostly be finished by the end of 1906 , 
considerable progress was made towards converting Geiot mto the head-quarters 
of the Bampura-Bhanpura distnct for which it is smted by its central position 
and its adjacency to the new Nagda-Muttra Badway , and Pitlawad, Nisarpur, 
Sendwa, and Blnkangaon, as the Tehsd head-quarters most needmg attention, 
were each dealt -with The effect on those parts of the country should be marked 
m another year or -two, and m fact a brisk demand for budding sites has already 
sprung up at Gerot The mam road through the Bampura-Bhanpura distacts has 
been placed m good order, and equipped -with a causeway across the Chambal 
Bivcr where traffic used to be much impeded Though labour difficulties pre- 
vented equal progress on the -two mam roads of -the Nimar distnct, from Mahesh- 
war and Khargone -to Barwaha and Sanawad respectively on the Bajputana-Malwa 
Badway, stdl a portion of each was put mto order The Bamma-Pitlawad road, 
which has been completed, is the Indore link to the radway of what, it is hoped, 
wdl some day be a trunk road through the Bhopawar Agency 


A start has been made -to deal with imgation distnct by distnct on simdar 
hues by preparmg projects of all useful schemes, which can then be -taken m hand 
m the order of their remunerativeness as funds permit, and leave a reserve 
for famme rehei 


4 In land revefiue administration, the mcrease of 20,600 bighas in the cul- 
Eovenuo Admmistratnn tivation of the Mehidpur, distnct IS a 

direct result of the reduction in assess- 
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ment made by tbe summaxy settlement alluded to m last year’s Report There 
IS now a demand for land in the district, which has been contributed to, I have 
no doubt, by the confidence engendered by the prompt and hberal remissions 
granted by the Darbar for the damage caused by the frost at the begmmng of 
the year Nimar comes next on the list of extensions The northern part of 
the district is fully cultivated , but there is much good land still unoccupied on 
both sides of the Satpuras, which cultivators from Khandesh are begmmng to 
take up Unfortunately m the haste to accommodate them, the Pargana officials 
sacrificed much valuable forest as was discovered too late The Rampura-Bhan- 
pura districts are slowly recovering from the period of depression through which 
they have passed , but m the Indore district the expansion of cultivation should 
be rapid as soon as the settlement now m progress readjusts the land revenue 
demand 

The Report summarises the chief administrative reforms mtroduced durmg 
the year, and it may be stated with confidence that, under the supervision of 
the Darbar, and with the prospect of good service bemg recognised, the conduct 
of busmess contmues to improve m the districts As a new method of recrmt- 
ment for the Department, selected candidates were, by the kmdness of the Local 
Governments, sent to the Umted Provmces and the Central Provmces to be tramed 
m the various branches of district administration 

6 Though Appendix VI to the Report shows that the number of offences 

reported was 2,336, as compared with 
1,982 m the previous year, there has 
been a satisfactory decrease m violent crime And though cattle thefts numbered 
396 as ?igainst 214 m 1904, and other thefts 661 as against 369, the value 
(Rs 1,34,763) of property stolen was less by Rs 16,000 than that stolen m 1904 
In this State there is no hrmt, as m British India, below which thefts need not be 
registered , but all cnmea reported are recorded This swells the returns More- 
over, m comparmg cnme statistics for the State, it has to be remembered that the 
village pohce were only fully organised durmg 1905 and, therefore, the reports were 
more accurate and fuller than had been the case previously Of orgamsed cnme 
there has been smgnlarly httle, and I can personally testify to the general feehng 
of tranqmlhty that prevails 

6 In the minor Departments, the progress made in the adjustment of old 

Other DopartmentB accounts has been noticed m the Report 

These accounts have been an mcubus 
on aU offices throughout the State, as the details have had to be brought forward 
yearly m the registers Them adjustment is expected to be completed m another 
two years, and wdl be a great rehef to aU estabhshments to the benefit of the 
current work The sorting of the old records is putting a stop to an equally frmt- 
ful source of confusion. 

7 In Rai Nanak Chand, C I E , the State possesses a Minister in every way 
quahfied for the responsible position which he holds The members of the Coun- 
cil, who are associated with him m the conduct of the administration, brmg both 
zeal and efficiency to the discharge of them duties And m the heads of the various 
Departments the State possesses a body of specially selected officers who have 
laboured mdefatigably for the advancement of the State

(a) Rewa 

The Report was not ready until late m September, and copies only reached 
rhe towards the end of that month, The delay has not been explamed, but owmg 
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perhaps to the numbers of the Administration Eeports that are now prepared 
by Natne States, considerable delay seems to occur m havmg them prmted 

Chapter I 
General and Political 

No remarks seem to be necessary, except perhaps to draw attention to the 
appointment of Mr "Weatherdon as State Engmeer This is in my opimon a 
satefactory step, for there is httle doubt that the employment of a European 
Engmeer of some experience was desirable m the interest of the State Mtv 
W eatherdon has been engaged for three years the Maharaja’s primary object m 
obtainmg a competent Engmeer was to place m his hands the construckon of 
a large bund m connection with a project for extendmg the lake at Govmdgarh, 
and of a hght railway between Sutna and Kewa His Highness has, however, 
placed him m charge of the Pubhc Works Department, and in doing this he has, 
I think, been well advised. 

Chapter n 

Administration of Land 

The revenue administration has been well and briefly descnbeiL. 

Settlement operations m the Mowganj tahsil are drawmg to a completion : 
but those m the Huzur tahsil have not apparently been conducted satisfactonly 
The employment of Pandit Makund Rao on this duty seems to me, so far as I 
have been able to gather, to have been a mistake His assessments appear to- 
have been heavy and were seldom if ever accepted, and from information I received, 
it would appear that he was more busily engaged upon an attempt to prove that 
his ongmal assessments were correct than m conducting settlement operations 
m a proper manner Pandit Makund Rao was employed m Colonel Sir Donald 
Robertson’s time on settlement work, and I beheve much of his work was then 
revised, and it was held that his assessments were arbitrary and severe I may 
add that I understand that recently Pandit Mukond Rao’s services have been 
dispensed with. 

Chapter III 
Protection 

So far as I have been able to judge, the Pohce of the Rewa State appear to 
be fairly efficient, and to do their work satisfactorily No cases of Pohce oppres- 
sion have come to my notice, and I fancy that if any cases were detected, the 
Pohce would be summarily dealt with by the Darbar 

As regards the admmistration of justice, both Civil and Criminal, I have no 
reason to suppose that the people are dissatisfied To the best of my judgig^^ 
and behef, although there may be unnecessary delay m disposmg of cases 
mqumes are carefully made and m Cmmnal cases sentences do not err 
side of seventy ^ 

The JaiL — The State Jad is well managed — and its samtation, etc ,'ax, guper- 
vised by the Agency Surgeon Disciplme is perhaps too lement, and Hisilli^. 
ness told me offiy recently that he thought pumshments were often scarcely suffi- 
ciently deterrent, as oases not infrequently occur of prisoners openly ^owmg 
their mtention on the eve of hberakon of retummg and that they immediately 
commit some crime m order to be imprisoned agam - This is, however, not un- 
known m other parts of the country, I beheve. 

Chapter 

Production and Distribution. 

An mterestmg chapter, which gives a bnef and good descnption of the pnn- 
cipal sources of distnbution and production. 

Those paragraphs xelatmg to season and crops and customs call for no remarks. 

Excise — On the subject of excise, I may add that smce this Report was written, 
the Darbar have virtually accepted the prmciple of a neutral shopless zone all 
along its border Although the prmciple cannot be strictly earned out for two 
or three years, still the action of the Darbar m this respect is satisfactory. 
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It wiU doubtless be observed tbat tbe Darbar bave decided to extend tbe 
cultivation of opium — a step whicb is opposed to one of Mr Todbunter’s sugges- 
tions It will be remembered tbat Mr Todbunter suggested tbe total probibi- 
tion of opium cultivation m non-growmg States among wbicb Rewa migbt almost 
bave been mcluded Tbe facts briefly are as follows — • 

A comparatively small amount of opium bas been cultivated m Rewa, prm- 
cipaUy m tbe Teontbar tabsfl, wbicb borders on tbe Allahabad and Banda dis- 
tricts Tbe opium, however, bas been a State monopoly tbe State pays tbe cul- 
tivator Rs 6 a seer for tbe crude opium, and retails it at Rs 16 a seer Tbe local 
produce bas not, however, been sufficient to meet tbe demand m tbe State, conse- 
quently opium has been purchased through tbe Deputy Opium Agent m Malwa 
But tbe price amounts to some Rs 13 a seer — which is retailed to tbe contractor 
at tbe same price as tbe local product Naturally enough tbe Darbar considered 
tbat they would derive greater profit by extendmg opium cultivation m tbe State 
before, however, deciding on this course Mr Todbunter’s opimon was asked for 
He repbed to tbe effect that tbe Darbar’s contention was unanswerable, and tbat 
so long as they bad to pay so highly for Malwa opium, be could not advise them 
not to extend opium cultivation to an extent sufficient to meet then: own require- 
ments 

Forests — Smce tbe close of tbe year to which tbe report refers, Mr Wflbam- 
son bas pubbsbed bis reports on tbe Rewa State Forests and on tbe lac mdustry 
His reports show unfortunately tbat although tbe Darbar derive a considerable 
revenue from forest produce and tbe lac mdustry, tbe Forest Department is, 
on tbe whole, disorgamsed, and tbat tbe management of tbe forests bas been 
greatly subordmated to tbe lac mdustry His reports also show tbat tbe forests 
themselves are being rapidly rumed by tbe unmethodical manner m which feUmg 
of valuable trees bas been permitted Tbe reports bave but recently reached 
tbe Darbar, and Mr WiUiamson’s views and suggestions are now receiving tbe 
Darbar’s attention I bave advised tbe Maharaja to ask for tbe loan of a Euro- 
pean Forest Officer with tbe object of bavmg tbe department thoroughly 
re-orgamsed, and Mr WiUiamson’s suggestions earned out Bbs Highness told me 
tbat be agreed m this view and would ask for tbe services of a Forest Officer, but 
possibly be may decide to ask for tbe services of an Extra- Assistant 
Conservator 

Public TForlcs — It is satisfactory to note tbat tbe Maharaja bas placed Mr 
Weatberdon m charge of tbe department and so long as Mr Weatberdon’s 
efforts to re-orgamse it are supported by tbe Darbar, a great improvement m tbe 
administration of this department may be looked for In my opmion from what 
I have been able to observe, tbe State Engmeer bas been confined far too much 
to office work This is partly due, I understand, to tbe Darbar saddbng him with 
tbe work of mquirmg mto old unsettled claims • but I stfll consider tbat it is 
unfortunate tbat be did not make a pomt of gettmg about to inspect such pubbe 
works as be at a distance from Rewa or Sutna It is with regard to these tbat 
an Engmeer’ s attention is specially required 

Umana CoUtery — It wfll no doubt be noticed tbat this coUiery stfll contmues 
to return handsome profits to tbe Darbar and they bave very properly recorded 
tbeu? appreciation of Mr Oates’ services 

. Chapter V 

Revenue and Finance 

Tbe account show tbat tbe State’s financial position is e min ently satisfac- 
tory Larger outlays on Pubbe Works and Education can be afforded but I 
am afraid tbat tbe Maharaja’s mterests are too centred on his Army to permit 
of bim spendmg more on these two objects 

Chapter VI 
Medical 

Tbe chief pomt to notice m this chapter is tbat plague for tbe first tune ap- 
peared m Rewa It broke out towards tbe end of September, and Major Hore, 
IMS, Agency Surgeon, immediately proceeded to Rewa to supervise, m person,

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the steps taken, to combat its ravages The usual measures vrere adopted, and 
after a time the usual exodus occurred of those who were able to afiord to leave 
the town and the State This exodus greatly influenced the Darhar m supportmg 
compulsory evacuation and disinfection They were averse from contmmng 
these measures on seemg that they led (in some cases perhaps) to people leavmg 
not only the town hut the State Evacuation was encouraged and was mdecd 
readily adopted by the people of Govmdgarh The epidemic fortunately died 
out m February or March 1906 


Chapter VII 
Education 

More village schools are required badly Thirfy-two village schools m a State 
uath an area of nearly 13,000 square miles and a population of about 13,00,000 
IS sufficient evidence of the need for many more In Nagod with an area of 600 
square miles, there are 11 vdlage schools and taking even Nagod as a standard, 
the number m Bewa should not be less than 160 to 200 


(6) Nagod 

This State is under supermtendence the management of its affairs is en- 
trusted to a Dewan, selected by the Agent to the Governor-General for Central 
India , the administration is, however, closely supervised by the Pohtical Agent 
The late Dewan, Bai Bahadur Badhey Lai, held the appomtment throughout 
the year under review At the end of January 1906 he was attacked by cholera, 
but recovered, and was soon able to resume his duties The attack, however, 
probably weakened his constitution, for he succumbed to an attack of mter- 
imttent fever on April 16th at Unchehra, where he had gone under my instructions 
to meet Mr Wdhamson whose services had been lent to the State to inspect the 
forest, to report on the arrangements, and to suggest such measures as he might 
consider desirable m the mterests of the State to place the management of the 
forest areas on a proper basis Bai Bahadur Babu Badhey LaTs death was a 
great loss to the State He was appomted Dewan m 1894, and had consequently 
acquired perhaps a umque knowledge of the people and of aU its affairs His 
loss was the more mopportune owmg to events which occurred soon after his 
death It will be noticed m the Beport that the Ba]a was permitted to spehd 
the Chnstmas vacation at Benares, and that he had not returned to Sutna or Nagod 
uhen the year closed. Information meanwhile reached me that his adopted 
son was bemg virtually kept a close prisoner — the boy managed to escape towards 
the end of May and came to Sutna, followed at once by his father The Ba]a’s 
extraordmary character necessitated a close watch on his movetuents, and had 
Babu Badhey Lai been ahve, his assistance would have been mvaluable It is 
sufficient to say that the Government of India approved Major Daly’s suggestion 
to send the young man and his four compamons to the Mayo College at Ajmer 
I propose now to refer to the finances of the State For some few years, 
partly owing to the refusal of the Baja to accept the allowance which Govern- 
ment were prepared to give him from the State’s revenues, a (ionsiderable saving 
had been effected year by year On his return to Sutna m September 1904, the 
Baja commenced to draw his allowance regularly, while with the approval of 
Government Bs 600 a month were set aside for the cost of the Lai Samb’s edu- 
cation This sum has generally been shghtly exceeded, and m consequence too 
of the Baja’s return some carnages and horses and pomes were purchased The 
annual savmg therefore of Bs 24,000 was no longer possible, and unfortunately 
bad agncultural seasons comcided with the absence of this saving, the payment 
of some of the Baja’s debts, and the expenditure mcurred on the purchase of 
carnages and horses The result has been that the cash balance m the State 
Treasury fell below workmg pomt With the approval of the Agent to the Gov- 
ernor-General a promissory note for Bs 60,000 was sold, Bs 26,000 were re- 
mitted to the State Treasury and Bs 26,000 were invested m Government paper 
The financial situation of the State is therefore not so good as it was two years 
ago There is still Bs 1,25,000 mvested m Government paper, the State’s claim' 
against its subordmate jagirdars and for arrears of land revenue amount to about 
Bb 60,000, and if the next few years are tolerably favourable, there is perhaps 
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no reason wliy tlie position shonld not be materially unproved Havmg regard 
to tbe fact that there was a comparatively large sum mvested m Government 
securities, it appeared to me undesuable to curtail expenditure on pubbc works, 
and other measures which tend to amehorate the condition of the people, such 
as the extension of primary education, and medical arrangements I beheve 
that if these thmgs are not done when a State is under supermtendence, there 
IS not much hope of their bemg done thereafter Another subject too that has 
required attention is the pay of officials, more particularly perhaps of the Pohce 
^he salaries were fixed when the finances were at a low ebb, but now that the 
annual receipts have mcreased, it has seemed desirable to mcrease salaries to a 
sum sufficient to enable a man to support himself and his family especially is 
this the case when rates have risen as highly as they have done for the last year 
In view of these considerations it appears that handsome savmgs are not to be 
expected m the immediate future, but there is no reason to suppose that the 
balance wfil gradually disappear 

Smce this Report was prepared Mr Wfihamson’s Report on forest manage- 
ment m Nagod has been received He shows that very httle has really been 
done and has submitted proposals as to the measures which should be undertaken 
This subject is receivmg attention and the first step to be taken is to obtam the 
services of a good forest ranger

(a) Bhopal 

The Report which is m most respects full and complete, testifies throughout 
its course to the very great interest taken by Her Highness the Begam m the 
administration and advancement of her State 

2 The Report relates to the year endmg Slst March 1906, which will ever 
be a memorable one from the visit to Central India of Their Royal Highnesses 
the Prmce and Prmcess of Wales, descnbed m paragraphs 2 to 7 of the Report 
The gracious kmdness then shown by Their Royal Highnesses to Her Highness 
the Begam went far to console Her Highness for the disappomtment which she 
experienced m bemg unable to entertain Their Royal ELghnesses m her own 
State 

3 It IS gratifying to learn from paragraph 11 of the Report that the eldest 

„ , , , son of Her Highness the Begam, Nawab 

Muhammad Nlsrullah Khan iaa em- 
ployed durmg the camping season of 1906-06 m enqumng mto arrears of revenue 
throughout the eastern district of Bhopal, while Her Highness and the Revenue 
Munster earned out s imil ar enquiries m other parts of the State 

4 The second son of Her Highness, Sahibzada Obaidullah Kkan, has apphed 
himself most ddigently to his military duties as Commander-in-Chief of the State 
forces and Colonel-m-Chief of the Imperial Service Troops, and the third son, 
Sahibzada HamiduUah Khan, is makmg good progress under the tmtion of 
Mr C H Payne, M.A., whose selection as tutor to the Sahibzada has been 
abundantly justified by the results 

6 The health of Her Highness the Begam, I am glad to say, contmues to 
be excellent Her Highness has greatly benefitted by her recent change of resi- 
dence from the Sadar Manzd Palace m Bhopal city to a new palace at Ahmeda- 
bad, some miles away from the city, and on nsmg ground above the lake, where 
fresh air and exercise can be obtamed without loss of privacy 

6 A well deserved honour, namely, the title of Khan Bahadur, was bestowed 

by the Government of India on the Judi- 
cial Minister of the Bhopal State, Munshi 
Israr Hasan Khan, on the 1st January 1906, and its value to Her Highness the 
Begam and to the recipient, was mcreased by the action of the Hon’ble Major 
Daly, Agent to the Governor-General m Central India, who took advantage of 
his visit to Bhopal m March 1908, to personally hand the sanad of Khan Bahadur- 
ship to Munshi Israr Hasan Khan, m the presence of Her Highness and a numerous 

D 2 , 
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assemblage of Bntasb officers and ladies whom Her Higlmess bad assembled 
to<Tctber to celebrate tbe great honour bestowed on her at Indore m November 
1905, when she was personally decorated by His Eoyal Highness the Prmce of 
AVal4 with the insigma of the G C I E. in the presence of all the Central India 
Chiefs 


7 It IS to be regretted that the financial condition of the Bhopal State is 

not considered by Her Highness the Begam 
Eovenuo Settloment. ^ wolild lustify her m em- 


ploymg a trained Bntish officer and his stafi for the coming settlement, but it 
IS to be hoped that satisfactory progress will be made under the supervision of 
the officer now m charge, Sayed Zam-ud-din, M A., whose services were recently 
lent to Bhopal by the Government of the Umted Provmces, and who ]omed his 
present appointment m Apnl 1906 In order to improve the revenue a dmini s- 
tration of her State, Her Highness has re-arranged the tahsd divisions as de- 
senbed in paragraph 28 of the Report, and has also made vanous changes m the 
personnel of her distnct officers (nazims and tahsildars) replacing incompetent 
officers by others trained in the service of the British Government Her Highness 
also spent a great part of the cold weather (as desenbed m paragraph 0 of the 
Report) in personally cnquirmg into arrears of revenue throughout the western 
distncts of the State 


8. Paragraph 33 of the Report deals with the abohtion of Sayer and weigh- 

ment duties throughout the Bhopal State 
Taxation These and vanous other sources of revenue 

such as the Singoti, or tax nn sale of cattle, have been abandoned or greatly 
reduced by Her Highness, in order to reheve the poorer classes of her subjects 
from oppression, and an mcome tax similar to that of Bntish India (see paragraph 
88 of the Report) has been instituted m their place The result of this experi- 
ment wiU be watched with great interest It cannot, I fear, be expected to prove 
a financial success 


9 No less than 24 paragraphs of the Report are devoted to the Mditary forces 
^ _ of the Bhopal State and show the great 

MiLtary Forces interest taken by Her Highness m such 

matters, and especially m the regiment of Impenal Service Troops (Bhopal Vic- 
tona Lancers) of which her second son Sahibzada Obaidullah l^an is Colonel- 


in-Chief In military admmistration, as m other matters, the views of Her High- 
ness are enunently sensible and practical, and her chief object is to reduce use- 
less troops, and to mamtam those which remam m a state of efficiency The 
Bhopal Victona Lancers, whose appearance ehcited well deserved commendation 
from the Prmce of Wales when As Royal Highness reviewed them at Indore 
in November 1905, receive unrenuttmg attention from Sahibzada ObaiduUah 
Khan, who ever smee his appomtment as Colonel of the regiment has taken up 
lus work m real earnest and spares no pams to instruct himself m all matters with 
which a cavalry officer ought to be acquamted Her Highness the Begam as well 
as Colonel Obaidullah Eihan and aU ranks of the regiment were much gratified 
by the selection of Sardar Bahadur Mirza Kanm Beg and six non-commissioned 
officers, to look after the camp arrangements of His Royal Highness the Prmce 
of Wales durmg the Royal tour m India, and the medals and gifts bestowed on 
the party by His Eoyal Highness As the Report states, Mirza Kanm Beg will, 
with the sanction of the Impenal Government, receive a further reward for his 
services m the shape of a khiUat from the Darbar 


10 I have reason to beheve that the Bntish Pohee officers of neighbourmg 

Police districts m the Central Provmces entertain 

a most favourable opmion of the co- 
operation afforded by the Bhopal Pohee. The force is admmistered by the Judicial 
Llmister, Munshi Israr Hasan Khan, Khan Bahadur, aud its work withm the 
State IS appareutly satisfactoiy. 

11 The judicial admmistration of the State appears to be satisfactorv The 

JmL Central Jad is an excellent one m many 

, , , , respects, but some of its arrangements 

might be brought more up to date.

Director of Pubhc Instruction, Munshi Moem ud-dm Ahmed, M A. In the Sule- 
mama school there is still much room for improvement (chiefly m the direction 
of dismis sing mcompetent teachers and appomtmg good men m their place), 
but the Jehangina High School appears to me to be an excellently managed 
institution m every way A new Headmaster has recently been appomted, from 
the M A. 0 College at Ahgarh, and some new under-masters have also recently 
jomed the school, with apparently excellent results The Alexandra Nobles 
School, mentioned m paragraph 120 of the Report, sufiered severely, as regards 
attendance, from the outbreak of plague The want of a smtable buildmg with 
play grounds, gymnasium, etc , is also badly felt A handsome and commodious 
building for this school is m course of preparation, but I cannot say much for 
the site selected, which is on the lower side of the city and closely surrounded 
by old graveyards on every side It seems a pity that some site could not have 
been chosen on the high ground north-west of the city m the direction of Her 
Highness the Begam’s new palace at “Ahmedabad” Of the girls’ schools at 
Bhopal, I can say nothmg from personal observation, but the mterest taken by 
Her Highness m female education is well-known, and Bhopal is probably better 
ofi m this respect than most Native States 


16 It 18 to be regretted that the compiler of this Report has not devoted 

Publio Works more space and attention to the subject 

of Pubhc Works It is, however, under- 
stood that^ Mr H Marsh, C I E , Consulting Engmeer for Irrigation, tour 
m Bhopal durmg the commg cold weather, and he will probably be able to offer 
Her Highness the Begam some advice m the matter of irrigation projects, which, 
if attended to, may prove of great benefit to the State 

17 The roads around Bhopal city are in good condition I have not yet 
had an opportumty of seemg those m the mtenor of the State The information 
regardmg Pubhc Works given m Appendices XIX and XIX (a) of the Report 
18 as meagre as that contamed m the Report itself (paragraphs 97-99) and very 
httle can be ascertamed from it

have as yet been unable to visit Rajgarh, I can confidently assert that the satis- 
factory condition of affairs mentioned by Captam Luard m his letter No 4660, 
dated the 3rd October 1906, stfil continues, for which equal credit is due to FTig 
Highness Raja Bane Smgh and to his Dewan

from tbe absence of complamte, tbe conduct of tbe administration by tbe Superm- 
tendent is thoroughly satisfactory I would m this connection mvite attention 
to tbe financial statement which forms Appendix XXTT to tbe Supermtendent’s 
report, tbe arrangement of which struck me as so convement that I have sug- 
gested its adoption by all States which submit regular accounts (Tbe figures 
m this statement apply to tbe financial year commencmg 1st November 1904 
and endmg 3l8t October 1905, and not to tbe year under report ) 

2 Tbe Report, however, reveals one cause for anxiety, namely, the unsettled 
accounts of vdlage contractors and of cultivators m Elbalsa villages, mentioned 
m paragraph 62 It is very important that these and all other unsettled accounts 
should be cleared before tbe State is banded over to His Highness Raja Arjun 
Smgb on tbe latter attainmg bis majority I, have accordmgly instructed tbe 
Supermtendent to calculate what extea estabbsbment would be needed m bis 
office for entirely cleanng ofi all arrear accounts withm a penod of one year from 
now It will be necessary withm that period to separate recoverable items from 
those which are irrecoverable, and to fix instalments m tbe case of tbe former, 
while tbe latter might perhaps be struck off as an act of grace when r uling powers 
are granted to tbe young CSbief.

This Report, which was translated m my office from the Vernacular report 
submitted by the Nawab of Basoda, is on the whole satisfactory There is no 
doubt that the Nawab of Basoda, who is a strong and capable ruler, takes much 
mteUigent mterest m improvmg the condition of his small State He has lately 
(smce the close of the year imder report) employed as Kamdar an English 
knowmg young man of good family from the Umted Provinces, named Wajid 
Ah Khan, with a certam amount of legal alid official training, and I understand 
that the new Kamdar gets on well with the Nawab and that the administration 
of the State and its relations with the neighbourmg petty State of Muhammadgarh 
are improving under his charge I visited Basoda m December 1906 durmg my 
annual tour soon after the new Kamdar had jomed and inspected the school, 
jail, and dispensary, and I was on the whole satofied with what I saw The 
Nawab of Basoda is unfortunately on bad terms" with his brother, Mian Yusuf 
Ah Khan, who was formerly his Kamdar, and also with his eldest son and heir- 
appaxent Mian Ayub Ah Khan. There are probably faults on both sides, but 
as there is no doubt that the honesty of the ex-Kamdar is not above suspicion, 
while the heu-apparent has treated his father with great want of affection and also 
with disrespect, I have consistently dechned to assist either of them m oppositio:^ 
to the wishes of the Nawab Both Mian Yusuf Ah Khan and Mian Ayu^ 
Khan are restramed at the Nawab’s request and by order of the Pohtical A>^ 
Bhopal from visitmg Basoda, and they hve either m Sehore or at Bhop ^

The financial condition of this State has been such as to render impossible 
any measures of progress or reform which may entail extra expenditure, such 
as the provision of a school or dispensary, but I consider that under the cir- 
cumstances the admmistration has been very creditably conducted by both of 
the officials who acted durmg the year as Supetmtendent, i e , Lala Baijnath 
Sahai up to 6th March 1906 (when he was transferred to Khilchipur as Dewan) and 
smce then (^ e , for the last 26 days of the year under report) Pandit Sham Sunder 
Sharma, B A

(h) REVIEWS BY MAJOR E G BEVILLE, POLITICAL AGENT IN BHOPAWAR, ON 
THE ADMINLSTRATION REPORTS OP THE STATES IN THE BHOPAWAR 
AGENOY FOR THE YEAR 1905 06 


' (a) Dhae 

Dunng the past year the Darbar, whilst closely ex aminin g the organization 
of the vanous departments m the State, gave specif attention to details pertam- 
mg to the condition of the cultivator, and from whom practically the whole mcome 
of the State is derived 

The neglect to closely watch the progress of events, had at the commence- 
ment of the year, brought about a condition of affairs which unless immediate 
action was taken would have resulted m loss to the State 

The State is about equally divided by the ghauts, half its revenue bemg 
denved from the Malwa portion, and half from Nunar 

The sod. m Malwa is far richer than that below the ghauts, and a very notice- 
able difference is to be found between the cxdtivators of Malwa and those below 
ghauts, though often of the same caste Due doubtless to its ncher sod and 
greater productiveness, the inhabitant of Malwa is, as compared with his brothers 
m Nimar, of a slothful disposition In tourmg m the two areas this is immediately 
noticeable The cattle which m Nunar go out to graze at dayhght, are stdl m 
their pens at 8 a m m Malwa The cultivator of Nunar is m his field at daybreak, 
whereas m Malwa work does not commence for several hours after sunrise 
No doubt the ease with which crops could be raised m Malwa, when the rAms 
were regular, and the well levels had not sunk, accounts to a great extent for 
khiH A senes of bad years and with unfavourable ramfaU has not yet aroused 
m the Malwa cultivator the idea that with a change m conditions greater enetgy 
IS necessary 

As a consequence large areas have gone out of cultivation and portions have 
been overrun with Kans grass The neglect of the Darbar to mamtam m good 
order the weUs which had gone out of repair, and were useless, though full unga- 
tion rates were stdl levied, tended stdl further to brmg about a condition of affairs 
which was most unsatisfactory As a consequence numbers of-cultivatorA had 
left then holdmgs and emigrated to adjouung States where the terms granted 
were considerably more lement than tiose preva iling m Dhar 

The consequent shrinkage m revenue denved from Malwa and which had 
to Be met, was mamtamed up to the previous figures, by enhancing the demand 

E 2 
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in Nunar, and wlucli appeared to be too heavily taxed As an initial step 
towards improving the condition of affairs, the Darbar arranged to decentralize 
the work, and to orgamze the major departments as separate departments of 
the State with responsible officials m charge The Assistant Supermtendent 
who possessed a good knowledge of land revenue, and who had previously no 
defined duties, was placed m charge of the Land Revenue Department Imme- 
diate steps were then taken to examine the mcidence of the land demand, as to 
also gauge the outturn Digures were also prepared to show the amount of 
ungation dues paid upon weUs which were not m use 

As a result of the enquiry, a portion of the current demand was forthwith 
remitted, the collections carefully supervised and suspensions, where necessary, 
granted A sum of Rs 40,000 was allotted for the repair of the wells which had 
gone out of use, and it was arranged that additional funds sufficient to complete 
the work, should be provided m the year foUowmg 

Arrangements were also made for the reclamation of the Kans land, by the 
grant of very easy terms The condition of the cultivators throughout the State 
was found to be most unsatisfactory, and the mam reason for this was ascertamed 
to be due to the system of revenue collections made m advance, and to the Latha 
and Sayer taxes, the result bemg that the cidtivator was entirely m the hands 
of the village money-lender, who financed him, and paid his demand due to the 
State, m return havmg a hen upon the crop 

To rectify these evils, the Latha and Customs taxes were abolished at a 
cost to the State of about Rs 80,000, and it was arranged to alter the date for 
the payment of the land tax, so as to enable the cultivator to first harvest his 
crop before the demand became due Arrangements were also made by the 
State for the grant of hberal advances for seed gram and bullocks, etc at reason- 
able mterest The hberal pohcy pursued by the State is aheady showmg results 
Numbers of cultivators who had left the State, returned to theirholdmgs, and that 
the State is now competmg on favourable terms with its neighbours is evidenced 
by the fact that a small but regular stream of immigrants are now entermg the State 

The system of self-contamed vdlage commumties had been much neglected 
To rectify this, the State is takmg measures to reinstate the paid m the position 
he IS expected to hold, and whose duties and nghts had been usurped by State 
employes The Darbar has further under consideration proposals for the con- 
fi^iitution of the village elders mto local panchayats for the settlement of disputes! 
and which are now referred to the Darbar Courts 

The expenditure and loss of revenue which it was found necessary to mcur 
m order to place afiairs upon a satisfactory basis made it requisite to closely 
examme the expenditure and estabhshments m the other departments of the 
State, and as a result considerable -reductions, were efieoted and this without 
detriment to the conduct of the work. 

One of the most satisfactory result was that regardmg the settlement, by 
mutual agreement, of the cases m connection with the hereditary office holders 
under the Revenue Department Bach case was treated on_its_ments, and se- 
parate agreements and conditions were made with each mdividual The'r^ult works 
out on an average to a savmg of about 60 per cent of the expenditure previously 
mcurred The Darbar must not neglect however to cany out the vanous con- 
ditions made, and the acceptance of which were the basis of the settlement 
amved at There stdl remams for settlement several matters, which it wdl be 
necessaiy to mvestigate, if the cultivator is to be helped to the fullest extent 
Among these may be mentioned the question of the “ weighmg tax ” and also 
the petty but hairassmg taxes which are stdl mamtamed 

The condition of the State Judiciary has been most unsatisfactory There 
was a multiphcation of supenor Courts, and the number of appeals admissible 
appear to have been unlimited A number of reforms were effected dunng the 
year, and such as were not completed at the close of the year will be settled dunng 
the current year ° 

The very carefully wntten report of the Supermtendent gives full details 
of the vanous measures taken to improve the administration, as also of the gene- 
ral conduct of the work of administration, and it is unnecessary for me to re^ui- 
tplate what has already been wntten ^ ' 
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The State is now clear of debt, but it will be necessary to exercise strict economy 
m aU the departments of the State, if the pressmg needs which still remam are to 
be provided for Further the balances m the treasury, though they are adequate 
for current workmg, are insufficient to meet any sudden call. Such as a failure 
or partial failure of the harvest, and which m view of the experience of the past 
cycle, it seems necessary should be adequately provided for, not only m actual 
cash, but also by the provision of a sufficiency of protective works, and for which 
large sums wdl be necessary 


(b) Jhabua. 

Considermg its condition of impoverished finances, the State is to be congra* 
tulated upon the mcrease effected m its mcome, and to which most heads of receipts 
contributed The most satisfactory feature of the account is that m reference 
to the large mcrease in royalty derived from the workmg of the manganese mmes 
It IS anticipated that if the production contmues to mcrease, the State wdl be 
enabled to defray the mterest charges due on the Government loan from this source 
of mcome 

2 The State has been fortunate m that it has derived so much assistance 
through the Delhi Darbar concession, but with effect from 1906, the State becomes 
liable to defray the charges on account of mterest on the outstandmg loans, and 
this wdl naturally reduce the amount it wdl be able to repay annually towards 
the capital account 

3 The fact that ad. avadable funds beyond those actually necessary for the 
conduct of the administration upon the most economical hnes must be set aside 
for the purposes of repayment of the loans with mterest, renders it a matter of 
impossibdity to effect improvements to the land which, whilst addmg to the mcome 
of the State, would also tend to mitigate the evds attendant upon a senes of 
unfavourable seasons or famme 

4 The State must accordmgly content itself with carrymg on the admm- 
istration as best it may for a penod of some 30 — 36 years, and trust no untoward 
mcident wdl m the meantime occur which may render further borrowmg 
necessary 

6 The necessity for stnct economy m every department renders it impossible 
for the State to have an expert exammation made with a view to ascertam whether 
other mmeral deposits are avadable m a paymg quantity as would render its com- 
mercial exploitation a means to enhance its revenues Beyond a partially made 
road to the nearest radway station and a fair weather road to Ranapur, roads 
are non-existent, except cart tracks from vdlage to village, and were funds avad- 
able, many usefid works of this nature could be undertaken, and so open up the 
country 

6 Improved methods of cultivation are a difficulty, m that the mam body 
of cultivators are Bhds and Bhdalas, whose usual custom it is to cultivate for one 
harvest only, though the areas situated m the valleys which mtersect the State 
are well smted for a sprmg sowmg It is satisfactory to note that m this as m the 
other States m the Agency, cotton cultivation is mcreasmg, and given a few good 
Reasons, there is httle doubt but that the Blid and Bhdala wdl qmckly appreciate 
the advantages of cultivating cotton With a population some 33 per cent below 
the previous decenmal period, it is obvious for the reasons given m last year ’ s report, 
that the extension of cultivation must be a matter of time, and that money alone 
wdl not achieve the object, though funds can be usefully apphed m the construc- 
tion of roads and weds Tanks and other large irrigation works do not appear 
to be at present smted to the class forming the majority of cultivators 

7 The system of pubhc protection does not appear to be satisfactory 
Each Jagirdar mamtams his own pohce force with which the State has no concern , 
the State pohce is also m a condition which can be materially unproved upon 
The Darbar has under consideration a scheme for re-orgamsation of the pohce' 
m the State as a whole, but the condition upon which, the Jagirdars hold their 
Estates renders the imtiakon of the scheme a matter of difficulty, though it is 
possible the difficulties may be overcome 
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8 As a result of references made on the subject, arrangfementsliaveheen made 
for the application of the locSl Central India Rifles of mterstatal erbradition to 
the Rajputana States hordermg on Jhabua 

9 The result has not yet had time to show itself, but nb doubt when the States 
which have recently accepted the toles, become bettet acquamted with their 
workmg, the effects wfll be more marked, and it is' hoped an efficient check will 
be placed upon the large amount of crime which has occurred on each side of the 
border, and which it was found difficult to cope with Owmg to the difficulties 
m the way of extradition 


(c) Babwaki 

Durmg the past year the Eana contmued his studies at the Mayo College, 
qnd his conduct has been reported as most satisfactory by the Prmcipffi Durmg 
the summer vacations he received as guests atBarwam, the Raja of Natsmghgarh 
and his brother, and the Rana also visited Dhar on two occasions as the guest of 
the Raja 

2 Durmg the year efforts were made to adjust the percentages of various 
castes employed m the State with a view to removmg the undue preponderance 
of one caste, and to thus also encourage those of other castes to look upon State 
service as equally open to them 

3 Here, as m Dhar, the subject of a self-contamed village commumty has 
been neglected, and the duties of the village elders have been absorbed by State 
employes The whole question is under consideration, but as a first step, the duties 
of the patwan have been more clearly defined and, as a step towards the Revenue 
Settlement, the circles of the patwans have been re-adjusted though the details 
had not been completed at the close of the year 

4 The somewhat crude system of so-called agncultural banks and which 
was started some years ago has befen exammed, and details for placmg these 
institutions upon a better basis are under consideration 

6 The orders which are laid down for gmdance by Government when the 
State came under supervision have not been fully observed especially m respect 
to the re-population of the Jalgaon pargana, where a system of large holdings 
to non-cultivatmg classes, not resident m the State, had been permitted So far 
as was possible this ill-advised action has been 'rectified, and it is hoped that the 
officials responsible for the conduct of the administration and who hold their 
appomtment at the pleasure of Government, will m future strictly conform to the 
rules which have been framed for their gmdance under the authonty of Govern- 
ment There has been an unfortunate tendency on the part of local officials 
to lose sight of the necessity for economical workmg and also to obtam the best 
return for money expended Money has m many instances been squandered 
upon useless and unproductive work; this if apphed to good purpose the State, 
which IS stfll backward, would have greatly benefitted It has accordingly been 
found necessary to restrict the authonty of the Supermtendent and to m future 
teqmre the assent of the Pohtical Agent before money is spent except upon objects 
for which sanction has been accorded m the budget Even so, much must depend 
upon the manner m which the officials mterpret the orders It is to be hoped, 
however, now that an example has been made m one or two of the most glaring 
instances, that aU concerned will understand that the trust which is reposed m 
them IS one that cannot be hghtly neglected. 

6 I agree with the Supermtendent that m a large portion of the cultivated 
area, the demand is not a heavy one, and that it wfll admit of some enhancement 
when the Revenue Settlement takes place So far as is possible the way is bemg 
prepared for a settlement by the abolition of a number of petty taxes as also that 
of the Customs The object m view being to retam as few cesses and demands 
on the cultivators as possible, outside the actual land tax and cesses for local 
purposes, and which are calculated at a percentage upon the land tax It waS 
found that in order to mcrease cultivation the State has been encouragmg the 
immigration of a very mdifferent class, such as Bhils, from the Indore State and 
low class cultivators who had left British temtoiy, owmg to their mabflity to pay 
the Government demand. ^ 
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Such classes canuot be considered to permanently benefit the State, particularly 
the latter class who were m the habit of obtaining land at special low rates, with 
advances for purchase of bullocks, seed, etc , and who only stayed m the State 
until the demand for payment became troublesome, when they removed them- 
selves In order to cope with this difficulty arrangements have been made that 
land should not be given to such classes uffiess they were able to show, to the 
satisfaction of the Darbar, that they were possessed of sufficient means to construct 
for themselves a proper dweUing house, and to also provide themselves with 
implements, etc , for husbandry As regards the Bhils, it was considered that the 
State has sufficient to do to arrange for its own very large proportion of Bhils, 
who are mdifierent cultivators, and that therefore it was of greater permanent 
benefit to retam under forests, valuable culturable land, and which would m the 
course of time be a valuable asset when an mcreasmg population required an ex- 
tension of culturable area As it is, there are large areas of good land lymg fallow 
which have recently been deforested, and which after a short period has been thrown 
out of cultivation Until aU this area has been fuHy occupied, it appears un- 
necessary to exclude from the forests, further areas of valuable land, and which 
if mamtamed under forests wdl contmue to give a return m mcome to the State 

7 Owmg to the mcompetency of the Pubhc Works staff, but httle progress 
was made durmg the year m the extension and improvement of commumcations 
A larger amount has been provided during the current year, and it is to be hoped 
that some real progress wdl be made m connection with this important matter 

8 In order to admit of the State obtaining the full benefits of the Delhi Darbar 
concession, the debt due to Government amountmg to Rs 90,000 was hqmdated 
durmg the year In order to find the necessary funds, the Famine and Rukng 
Famdy Funds were temporardy diverted, and the contnbutions fixed for the year 
appropnated towards the repayment of the Government debt The funds wdl 
not suffer as larger contributions can now be made and so admit of the full amount 
bemg credited to each fund yearly 

9 The Ram Rupkuwarba, who has been residing out of the State for some 
tune past, returned to Barwam durmg the year under report, and she has agaip 
made the State her home 

10 Kuwar Dashrath Smgh, half brother of the Rana, contmued his studies at 
the Mayo College 


(d) Air Rajpub 

The chief alteration that took place m the administration of the State durmg 
the year was the separation of the offices of the Rana and the Dewan Previously 
the administration was conducted under dual control, and the chief court m the 
State was presided over by both the Chief and his Dewan Under the instructions 
of the Central India Agency the two offices were separated, and the judicial 
powers of the Courts of the Dewan and of the Rana were more clearly defined 

The alteration thus effected gives the higher court appellate powers over 
the court of the Dewan, and this wdl, it is anticipated, render the work of 
administration easier and more effective 

2 Owmg to a misconception on the part of the subordmate staff, the mamage 
cess, which it is customary to levy m the State, was collected with undue seventy, 
and though efforts were made by the Rana to rectify the evd results which accrued, 
the harm had already been effected With a population consisting almost 
entirely of Bhds, the greatest care must be exercised, as this class do not as a rule 
complam agamst any hardship or seventy which they receive at the hands of the 
administratioru If a Bhd finds he is bemg unjustly treated he removes himself 
and his famdy to another part of the country or to some other State With a 
population very considerably reduced dunng the last famme, it behoves aU States 
m which the population is com;^nsed of Bhds, to deal with the utmost consider- 
ation with the people, as otherwise the State must suffer eventually by a contrac- 
tion of its revenues 

3 The amount of crime amongst the Bhds is stdl considerable The chief 
class of senous offences is that of man slaughter The policy pursued of pennrir- 
tmg cases of this nature to be tned by caste rules, m cases m which death resnlo 
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from an unpremeditated and drunken brawl, is one that is well understood and 
accepted by the people, and it seems most desirable tbat suck cases sbould not be - 
treated as of such a hemous nature as is done 'amongst more civihsed classes 
The remedy is difficult to find, and which time alone can bnng about 

4 Various measures have been tried with a view to educate the Bhils, but 
mostly without success The imtiation of systematic control over the forests has 
however resulted m much good, and given a forest staff who understand the Bhil 
nature and so can mduce him to overcome his shyness of strangers, who have 
symnathy with him, there is no doubt but that the department wiU act as a civil- 
ising agent The Forest Department wfil also serve as a valuable means for deal- 
ing with the Bhils m the event of a recurrence of famine 

6 In this State, asm the ad] oinmg States of Jobat and Jhabua, the indebted- 
ness due to famme prevents the apphcation of sufficient and adequate funds for 
permanent improvements and for safeguardmg the State from the effects of drought 
0 A Government survey for a railway from Bodeh to Barwaha is m progress, 
and the ahgnment wfil pass through the centre of the State Should Government 
decide upon the construction of this hue, the State wfil greatly benefit m every 
way 


(e) JOBAT 

The administration of this small State contmued to show satisfactory pro- 
gress durmg the past year 

2 The smallness of the area combmed with the condition of impovenshed 
finances, necessitated the control over all departments of administration excludmg 
Forests and Pubhc Works bemg centred m the person of the Supermtendent, 
and it IS due to his careful supervision of the various departments that the general 
condition contmued to show a satisfactory improvement The State bemg popula- 
ted almost entirely by Bhils whose primitive customs and habits do not use beyond 
the necessary provision for subsistence, and which can be attamed without diffi- 
culty by a very primitive system of cultivation for the autumn crop, it wfil be 
a matter of time before this class can be mduced to see the advantages which wfil 
accrue by the sowmg of two crops m the year, m heu of the smgle one which is 
customary 

With members of a race so suspicious of innovations, who are ready to find 
a new home as soon as they think that the authorities are acting m a manner 
they consider to be detrimental to their habits and customs, the mauguration of 
improved methods of cultivation must be undertaken with great care, and the 
fact, that a hitherto unknown system of imgation by the Persian wheel and which 
parts of the country are smtable for has been taken up by Bhils, shows that given 
the tact necessary for dealmg with the class, there are hopes that m the fiiture 
the Bhfi may become a fairly prosperous class of cultivator 

3 The State whilst makmg endeavours to improve the system of culti- 
vation has wisely decided to mamtam the primitive system which has been observed 
m dealmg with this class It is for this reason that each cultivator is expected 
to make over for safe-keepmg a proportion of the outturn of the harvest, and which 
IB available for his use, when required, either for the purposes of food or seed gram 
Combmed with this system, the State has decided to provide annually such 
sums as are possible for the purposes of advances for taccavi and general improve- 
ments to the land 

4 The population of Jobat is still about one-third below that of the previ- 
ous deceimial penod and unless immigration is encouraged it must be a matter 
of time before there can be any great demand for culturable land With an 
admmistration conducted on proper prmciples, and with due regard to the 
susceptibihties of the population it will be only a matter of time before the full 
potential productiveness of the area comprised m the State causes a large mcrease 
m the population, and which will give a corresponding enhancement in the 
revenues of the State 

6 Tlie mdebtedness of the State to Government and to the Gwahor State 
was reduced by Bs 16,600, special efforts bemg made to repay as large a suih 
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as possible towards tbe capital debt during the currency of the period of the con- 
cession granted at the Delhi Darbar The State now owes Es 81,600, and given 
favourable seasons, combined with stnct economy, the debt will be extmguished 
m about eight years 

6 With a view to an improved system of Excise, the hereditary nghts held 
by certam Jagirdars and others m the State were compounded by mutual agree- 
ment, whereby m return for a fixed annual payment, the State acquired control 
of the "Excise m those areas previously excluded from State management The 
State IS thus m a position to mtroduce an improved system, but this wfil not 
be feasible untd the States adjoining have also dncided to observe a better system 
of Excise control 

7 Though the State was able, m accordance with arrangements made with 
the local inhabitants, to take immediate steps to check the spread of forest fires, 
its efforts were greatly hampered owmg to the want of fire lines to separate the 
State forest areas from the forests of adjoining territory With a view to a recti- 
fication of this defect, arrangements are m progress for the fixation of the bound- 
aries of the State, which when completed, 'v^ admit of effective measures for the 
prevention of the extension of fires which have occurred m adjo inin g territory, 
and from which the Jobat State has been a considerable sufferer 


(/) Minor States and Estates 

The arrangement whereby the office of the Supermtendent, Mmor Estates, 
forms an mtegral portion of the Pohtical Agent’s office has tended to mcreased 
efficiency, both as regards a closer supervision by the Pohtical Agent over the 
management of Estates under supervision, as also m respect to the celenty with 
which references can be disposed of 

At the close of the year 11 States remamed under management, the three 
estates of Mathwar, Kathiwara and Eatanmal which had previously been super- 
yised by the Dewan of Ah Rajpur, bemg transferred to the charge of the Super- 
mtendent, Mmor Estates This alteration has admitted of more careful super- 
vision over the management, and the Estates wfil undoubtedly benefit by the 
arrangement besides tendmg to economy 

With the exception of the Jagirdars of Multhan, Kathiwara and Eatanmal, 
who are studymg at the Daly College, no proper arrangements had been made 
for the education of the min or Estates holders 

Advantage was taken of the Thakur’s boardmg house opened at Dhar, 
to arrange, with the permission of the Darbar, to educate such of the minor Thakurs 
and Bhumias as would, it was anticipated, derive benefit from such arrangement 
The Bhumias of Chhota Barkhera and Bharudpura and the brother of the Bhumia 
of Nunkhera were accordmgly sent to Dhar to attend the State High School 

The Bhumia of Nunkhera was unable on medical grounds to attend the 
school, but arrangements were made to give him private tmtion at Dhar 

Nunkhera m particular, and most of the Bhumat Estates, have a number 
of differences m connection with villages held by them on vanous tenures from 
the larger States, and m order to arrange for a basis of settlement, a surveyor 
was engaged, who is surveymg and examining a number of village boundanes, 
etc "VMien the work is complete efforts wfil be made to arrange outstandmg 
differences 

Efforts dunng the past year have been chiefly centred upon an exanunation 
of aU outstanding accounts and the remission of irrecoverable arrears, and fix- 
ation of instalments for the recovery of such outstandmgs as are considered recover- 
able The condition of the cultivator has also received attention and efforts 
are bemg made to render to this class such assistance as is possible Owmg to the 
mdebtedness of the majority of the estates, and the madequate working balances 
available, the amount of help given has not been "Such as the necessity of the 
case calls for, but a start has been made, and as the finances unprove, a larger mea- 
sure of assistance m the shape of construction of weUs for irrigation and Qie grant 
of taccavi for seed gram and bullocks wfil be arranged for 

F 
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It IS satisfactory to note that in the case of Dotna the balance of debt was 
cleared, and the Estate is now free of debt 

So far as funds admitted, schools were mamtamed m the Estates, and every 
endeavour will be made, when the finances adroit of this, to open schools where 
such are necessary 

"With the demands upon the Political Agent, it was not possible to person- 
ally visit and inspect aU the Estates durmg the year, but such as were not visited 
in the past year, wiU be mcluded m the programme for the ensumg year 

The condition of Mathwar is one which requires careful consideration The 
income of the Estate is at present derived almost entuely from forest produce, 
and the manner in which the forests were worked before they were plaeed under 
expert charge, has necessitated measures which, though they will be of ultimate 
benefit to the Estate, wiU cause a contraction of revenue for some years to come 
The financial condition of the Estate makes it a matter of difficulty to extend the 
area under cultivation, though the future is more hopeful, now that the Rana 
is himself managmg lus Estate imder general supervisibn 

In Kathiwara arrangements are under consideration by the Chief Forest 
Officer to reahze upon a very valuable block of timber, and which if successful 
will admit of the extmction of the debts of the Estate 

The unhealthmess of Kathiwara and Ratanmal has necessitated the consider- 
ation of the appomtment of a travelhng compounder who wiU be furmshed with 
a quantity of simple medicmes With the approval of the Agency Surgeon, it 
IS proposed to combme medical aid with vaccmation m the person of the com- 
pounder, and the expenditure will be divided between the two Estates 

With a view to greater efficiency arrangements are m progress with a view 
to bnking up these Estates with the British postal system 


(6) REVIEWS BY MR W E JARDINE, ICS, POLITICAL AGENT IN BUNDEL 
KHAND, ON THE ADMINISTRATION REPORTS OF THE STATES IN THE 
BUNDELKHAND AGENCY FOR THE YEAR 1906 06 


(a) Datia 

The Report is the first of its kmd and the Darbar is to be congratulated on the 
production. It is especially gratifymg to find that the unsatisfactory state of the 
finances has not been concealed His Highness the Maharaja has, I hear, reabzed 
that the situation demands immediate attention and it is to be hoped that if 
only the seasons contmue favourable solvent conditions wdl shortly be regamed 

2 The year was remarkable for severe scarcity amounting, m three-fourths 
of the State, to severe famine It is greatly to His Highness’s credit that m 
December last he remitted all arrears of land revenue and taccavi up to the end 
of Samvat 1961, z e , to the end of June 1906, amounting m aU to 9,60,000 
even if much of this was really irrecoverable, the ryots wdl be reheved of 
the draressing consequence of ever-impending debt and the accounts cleared of 
unprofitable items He also made large suspensions and rermssions of the 
current revenue demand the widespread failure of the crops left him no other 
alternative 

3 That the famme was severe may be gathered from the figures m the 
annexed table furnished by the Darbar Though aU was not as it should be m a 
well administered state, more probably was done to reheve distress on this occasion 
than had ever heen done before, and should famme recur m the next few years 
the experience now gamed should enable the Maharaja to prepare for a famme 
campaign on more modem fines 

4 The State can fil afiord to lose cultivators or to let land go out of culti- 
vation it IB axiomatic that a generous famme policy justifies itseU after a year 
or two by an appreciable mcrease m the land revenue If Mr Marsh succeeds 
m making a canal from the Sindh nver with adequate storage, the Datia State 
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should be fully protected against famine, while the conversion of single into 
double crop lands should stdl further promote the State’s prosperity m the 
meantune the Darbar not unnaturally hesitates to embark on large schemes for 
tanks or bandhiyas 

6 In roads the State is stdl deficient they are urgently reqmred, if only 
for admimstrative purposes, e g , roads from Kunch to Nadigaon and Datia to 
Seondha These mam artenes of commmucation were commenced by His 
Highness m the famine and it remains for His Highness to complete them. For 
the road from Datia to Seondha it may perhaps be most economical to adopt 
the hne of the Smdh canal 

6 On the whole the year cannot be descnbed as a year of progress under 
famine conditions that could hardly be expected His Highness is however 
anxious that his State should come up to standard and so long as he continues to 
take a personal mterest m pubhc affairs there is reason to hope for sound 
developments 

7 Of the Baja Bahadur Govmd Smgh it is too early to predict great things 
but he too IS taking an mtelhgent mterest m the administration 


(6) Samthab 

This Beport is the first of its kmd and is therefore necessanly imperfect , the 
Darbar will not however be slow to recogmxe the advantages of a compendious 
record of each year’s facts and statistics 

2 The pnncipal feature of the year under report was the famine descnbed 
m Chapter His Highness the Maharaja took a keen personal mterest m the 
admmistration of rehef and his exemplary energy and hberahty were rewarded, 
m the Gazette of the 1st January 1907, by a Kaisar-i-Hind Medal of the 1st class 
Over 8,21,000 units were reheved at a cost of Bs 81,000 remissions and suspen- 
sions of State demands amounted to Bs 1,38,342 and taccavi was granted to 
the extent of Bs 1,16,486, or a total of Bs 3,36,828 Of this Bs 1,66,486 is 
no min ally recoverable The fact that the Hon’ble Major Daly, the Agent to the 
Governor- General m Central India, inspected the famine works at Samthar on 
the 10th Apnl 1906, heis cunously been omitted^ 

3 The administration generally gives no cause for complaint either withm 
or without the State , the British Indian Tohce, naturally enough, suspect 
most crime near the frontier, of ongmatmg on the Samthar side of the border hne, 
but 'primd facie evidence was forthcoming agamst only three persons, which shows 
that m spte of scarcity and famine, crime is not prevalent to any serious extent 
For this the Wazu-ud-daula and His Highness’s brother-m-law both deserve some 
credit, as well as His Highness himself The contmuation of the Moth- Samthar 
road to Daboh and Alampur and thence to Seondha or some other place m the 
Datia State is a project that might lead to practical results 

4 Education and pubhc health both deserve more attention, and I have no 
doubt that the Maharaja will devote time and money to them if the seasons con- 
tinue propitious for a year or two The population is less than 190 to the square 
nule and susceptible of increase to at least the figure of 1891 The quekaon 
whether the State should make more use of the Betwa Canal water is probably one 
of sub-sods, the Darbar state that irrigation leads to waterloggmg , they have 
been advised to have the sub-soils examined and the question settled More than 
half the State is stdl uncultivated The importance of protecting them slender 
stock of timber and firewood or the possibdity of mcreasmg it has also been sug- 
gested to them 

6 In conclusion I may mention that a son and heu apparent was bom 
to the Maharaja on the 17th September 1906, soon after the close of the year 
under report This and, more especially, the consciousness of good famine work 
have had an excellent effect on His Highness which is a matter for smcere 
congratulation

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(c) Paioia 

The Report is the second of the senes for information of a more permanent 
nature such as the history of the State, the pedigree of its Chiefs, its physical 
features, geographical formations, fauna, and such hke, a reference may be made 
to the report for 1904-06, which also contains a map 

These two years have been years of hard work and much progress, and Rao 
Bahadur Balabhai Mancha Ram is to be congratulated on the smoothness with 
which busmess of aU kmds has been transacted The other members of the Coun- 
cil have also contnbuted to these results, thus rendermg valuable services to the 
State Nor have xmnor officials, from the patwan upwards, been slow to be 
infected with the spmt of reform 

3 The prmcipal facts of the administration dunng both these years may 
be reviewed together 

In 1904-06 they were — 

(а) Mr J B Goudge’s appomtment as Settlement Officer, 

(б) Mr R M Wilhamson’s deputation to inspect the forests of the State 

and draw up a working scheme, 

(c) Mr Todhunter’s Commission to examine the excise arrangements 

and submit proposals for their future development , 

(d) the training of patwans and kanungos to survey and correct maps, 

m spite of a threatened strike, 

(e) the enumeration of the hve-stock, 

(/) the distribution of selected bulls of the local breed with a view to un 
provmg it , 

{g) the remission of arrears due from Samvat 1927 — 1964 ( A. D 1861 — 
1898 ) amounting to Rs 4,73,940, mostly irrecoverable , 

Qi) the estabhshment of a neutral zone of 2 mdes for excise purposes between 
Panna and the Bntish distnct of Damoh , 

(t) the prohibition of cultivation of opium and ganja , 

(j) the re-arrangement of the old records , 

(k) the re-orgamsation of the Forest Department, mcludmg the pubhca- 

taon of a Forest Law apphcable to aU forest areas mcludmg leased 
forests and forests m ]agir villages, the imposition of grazmg fees 
on cattle, the abohtion of the Biym and J an taxes on ght and effec- 
tive fire protection over 72,000 acres , 

(Z) the addition of a female ward to the hospital , 

(m) the mcrease m the number of schools from 37 to 63 , 

(n) the institution of a boardmg house for the sons of Thakurs andJagur- 

dars attendmg the Panna High School, which now contains about 
60 boarders , 

(o) the purchase of _a steam roller , 

(p) the improved management of cattle pounds , 

{q) the lease of yellow ochre mmes m the Birsmghpur pargana to Olpherts 
Metafile Pamt Company 

In 1906-06 they were — 

(l) the scarcity and fanune which prevailed from Januarj^ to September 

1906, and the preparation of a regular famme rehef programme, 

(2) the deputation of Quazi Khahl-ud-din Ahmed as Revenue Officer , 

(3) the deputation of Mr J M. Blanchfield to be Forest Officer , 

(4) the completion of the land revenue survey by Mr G B Scott, for 

Rs 1,66,729 mcludmg the traverse, the cadastral work and the record 
wntmg, or Rs 60,000 less than the ongmal estimate the average 
cost per square imle was only Rs 61-2-8 , 

(6) the announcement of the new settlement in parts of two parganas and 
the submission of assessment reports for several others , 
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(6) tlie establiBkmeiit of a toaded warehouse at Panna for opmm. and 

hemp drugs 

(7) the lease of the excise m certam outlymg Parma villages to the Central 

Provmces Administration , 

(8) the expenditure of Rs 32,820 m furtherance of imgation , 

(9) the reduction of the Estates under the Court of Wards from 141 to 

90J, 

(10) the efiective fire protection of a further 62,000 acres of forest, the 

issue of rules for the preservation of game, lac cultivation, and 

avenue plantmg , 

(11) the opening of a dispensary at Bnsmghpur , 

(12) a great mcrease m the number of persons successfully vaccmated , 

(13) samtary improvements m the Parma town , 

(14) a substantial mcrease m the average daily attendance m the State 

schools from 1,426 to 1,690 , 

(16) the appomtment of Sardar Gurmukh Smgh as State Bngmeer and 

the preparation of a large number of plans and estimates for roads 

and tanks , 

(16) the establishment of a prmtmg press and the mtroduction of prmted 

forms, etc , 

(17) the contnbution of Rs 16,000 to the Daly College and Rs 2,000 

to the Kangra VaUey Earthquake Fund , 

(18) the completion of the Ken Canal and the settlement of compensation 

for the land taken up by it 

4 Of the work done by Messrs Scott and Goudge I cannot speak too highly 
They are both British officers of tact and experience, and the State wfil realize 
Its obhgations to them more and more as time goes on The survey and settle- 
ment will not only result m a substantial and immediate mcrease m the land 
revenue more than commensurate with their cost but, by removmg anomahes, reduc- 
mg mequahties, consohdatmg rumor imposts of a vexatious character, fixmg 
the demand for a term of years and affordmg greater security of occupancy, they 
pave the way for a gradual mcrease of cultivation, the construction of weUs, bands, 
and bandhiyas at private expense, immigration and a steady mcrease m the reve- 
nue from all sources to correspond This process is already apparent round 
Parma itself, and m the isolated and hitherto rack-rented, discouraged and neg- 
lected pargana of Buxwaho, where thousands of acres are bemg reclaimed and 
brought back under the plough m confident anticipation of eqmtable assessments 
The Darbar has, moreover, arranged to devote considerable sums m that pargana 
to making dnnlong water weUs and tanks for the use of cattle, and to improvmg 
the means of access both to Parma and to the railway care wiU be taken that 
no undue portion of the unearned mcrement falls to the grantees of ahenated 
villages who have contributed nothmg to these improved conditions The larger 
the population m a precarious tract hke Bundelkhand, the graver the consequences 
of drought and fa min e and the heavier the cost of rehevmg distress It is essential 
therefore that protection should keep pace with population, the State regardmg 
the expenditure mvolved m furthermg irrigation, by taccam or otherwise, m the 
hght of msurance against embarrassment and loss 

6 This bemg the case it is especially satisfactory to note that the fa min e 
rehef programme mcludes no less than 1,642 imgation works and Mr Marsh 
will no doubt be able to suggest some more Famine may not come again for 
many years on the other hand, it may come soon and the sooner the Darbar 
proceeds with its more important projects the better Durmg the recent period 
of scarcity 27 tanks were repaired and eight new bands constructed, besides 
12,000,000 cubic feet of field bandhyas made with taccam by private enterprise, 
but this IS only an infini tesimal fraction of the work to be done, and unfortunately 
m years of pleniy labour is hardly to be had m Bundelkhand at any pnce 

The fa min e programme also mcludes a large number of road schemes , mz , —

the radway,

(9) Dharampur-Kahngar to meet the Bntish Nagod-Kahngar- Banda 

Roach 

(10) Jaitwara Radway Station-Birsmghpvtr, 

(11) Buxwaho-Hirapur to ]om the Nowgong-Saugor Road, 

(12) Buxwaho-Battiagarh to jom the Battiagarh-Hatta-Damoh Road 

These arteries of commnnication are of primary importance to the State * 

they are essential to the production and distribution of wealth, to the mamtenance 
of Mr Goudge’s settlement, to inspection and check and to admimstration gene- 
rally , to that extent roads will take precedence Indeed most of these 12 pro- 
jects are already being put m hand as fair weather roads with proper ^adients 
throughout, and with the concurrence and co operation of the authorities of the 
adjommg British districts of Saugor, Damoh, and Banda, these roads wdl be me- 
talled as soon as circumstances permit and usage justifies it Hitherto the trans- 
port of gram and merchandise has been earned on by vagrant Banjaras and their 
pack bufialoes and bullocks , but already m the wealthier parts, bullock carts 
are bieng made m considerable numbers The railway is withm 60 miles of almost 
any pomt m the State, or mdeed m the whole of Bundelkhand, and aU that is 
needed is an effective network of feeder roads In Sardar Gurmukh Smgh the 
State has an exceedingly capable, expenenced and energetic Engmeer 

6 To Mr WiUiamson belongs the honour of co-ordmatmg forestry m Panna, 
Bijawar, and Chhatarpur on a sound and practical basis To Mr Blanchfield 
has fallen the even harder task of carrymg Mr Willamson’s ideas and recommend- 
ations mto effect The Report shows that, besides the mam features of the year’s 
admmistration already enumerated, he has succeeded m raising the gross forest 
revenue from Rs 33,000 to Rs 47,000, and the net profits from Rs 19,000 to 
Rs 26 000 At this stage discretion is necessary to accustom the people to a change 
of system, and I am glad to say that Mr Blanchfield’ s proceedings have been 
marked by sympathy as well as energy , the result is that petitions and prosecu- 
tions have both been rare The exemption of agricultural cattle from grazing 
fees satisfies the hand fide cultivator while the abohtion of the vexatious dues 
on ghi more than compensate the professional graziers who keep cattle merely 
for their produce , the grazing fees on the other hand are expected to bnng mto 
the State treasury much more than those dues ever did, thus exemphfymg the 
important difference between good and bad forms of taxation Agam if the cul- 
tivation of lac proves a success the ryots will have no cause for complamt, for 
Mr Blanchfield’ B scheme provides that all lac shall be sold to the State at a fixed 
price to cover the expenses of cultivation, but that the cultivator shall receive 
a substantial share of the eventual net profits , m this way the ryots should be 
able to supplement then ordinary mcomes, for the trees on which lac is propagated 
are very plentiful Regarding the storage of grass the Report is sdent, but the 
experiences of a year of fodder famme have not been lost and Mr Blanchfield 
IB engaged on evolvmg schemes for cuttmg, pressmg and stormg the splendid grass 
crops of the Panna jungles m the south withm easy reach of railways The 
importance of securing a perenmal supply of water m the grazmg grounds is also 
receivmg attention from him and from the State Engmeer With the demarcation 
of the A class forests, he is progressing as fast as the seasons and his hmited estab- 
lishment permit Special efforts too have been made by the grant of taccam 
to improve the condition of the Gond villages and perpetuate an adequate supply 
of jungle labour 

7 Turning to excise, paragraph 6 of the Report shows that Mr Todhunter’s 
proposals have been given effect to so far as opium and hemp drugs are concerned, 
cMtivation havmg been prohibited and mi;portation controlled The adoptioh 
of a 2 mile zone and the lease of the excise m isolated outlymg villages to the 
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Central Provinces Administration, on a basis of reciprocity, havmg also been 
effected, Panna can no longer be regarded as a possible source of loss to Bntisb 
revenues If its excise revenues contmue to mcrease tbe Daxbar wiU have its 
reward but it is only by co-operation that the States m this Agency and Baghel- 
khand can hope to secure the maximum benefit from these developments The 
improvement of the Abkan has become a matter chiefly of domestic concern 
m Panna town, the stdl recommended by Major Bedford, IMS, wiU be tned 
experimentally but elsewhere m the State the outstfils cannot possibly be super- 
seded, nor prices safely raised to any great extent, the country bemg wild and 
inaccessible, means of transport insufficient and the population too sparse and 
scattered 

8 The mcrease m the numher of revenue cases awaitmg disposal from 749 
to 1,628 IS not altogether satisfactory and the Darbar’s attention has been drawn 
to it The new Revenue Officer has hitherto been very fully occupied with settle- 
rhent work under Mr Groud^e, tourmg, mspectmg, and generally makmg himself 
acquamted with local conditions As it is more than 3,000 revenue cases were 
disposed of The fact that Meman and Jagur villages have decreased from 633 
to 431 IS some mdication of the number of mutation cases decided m the course 
of the last three years and of the volume of work generally Efforts are bemg 
made to release as many Estates as possible from management by the Court of 
Wards m the mterest of the occupiers and the State ahke The petitions which were 
stdl so numerous when I jomed the Agency m 1904 were long ago heard and dis- 
posed of year by year the Dasehra and the Moharram are celebrated at Panna 
by larger crowds and greater eclat, ocular proof, if proof be needed, of returmng 
prosperity and the populanty of the new regime 

9 In the Civd and Crim in al Courts the work has been kept up-to date and 
judgmg by the number of appeals the admmmtration of justice has been satisfactory 
The Pohce have been organized and equipped the improvement of Clwwkis is 
makmg progress The number of pnsoners Was small their health was good 
The old jad has been renovated and now affords smtable accommodation for 
short term convicts, while m the more spacious Hmdupat Mahal room has been 
found not only for the press, the treasury, and the school, but for the newly opened 
Sardars’ boardmg house 

’’ i 

, 10 It 13 to this Sardars’ boardmg house that of aU the matters educational m- 

terest attaches most especially The Jagirdars and Thakurs of the State have sub- 
divided their ancestral properties and reduced themselves to poverty, and an 
effort seemed necessary to save the youth of the ruling class from the degeneracy 
which must follow msufficient nounshment, both boddy and mental The sons 
of the wealthier Sardars would naturally accompany the Chief to the Mayo College 
or to the Daiy College at Indore the rest wdl be ehgible for board and traimng 
at Panna, and it is hoped that hereafter the Chief wdl be able to select some 
capable officials from their ranks at present too many of the offices of State are 
held by other castes and persons bound neither by blood nor by allegiance to the 
Parma Eaj The less accomphshed of these Thakur students might enter the 
State army or some day foim the nucleus of a body of Imperial Service Troops 
Of the teaching impart^ it is difficult at present to judge the quahty of the 
Enghsh taught m the High School is open to criticism, and the question of un- 
provmg or ab indonmg that part of the curriculum has been referred to the Dai bar 
Of the schools m the pargana I can say with confidence that they are pop ular 
and supply a decided want the Inspector of Schools has mmany places been at 
pains to secuie local good wdl and a manifestation thereof m the shape of local 
contributions towards the cost The provision of proper school houses and play- 
grounds IS imder consideration 

11 For the medical arrangements, Captam Emox has been partly respons 
ible and much has been done by him to facditate the purchase of medical stores 
and to sunphfy the routme of hospitals and dispensanes He has also popular- 
ized the service by arrangmg for a Provident Fund to which the Hospital Assist- 
ants and others contnbute Lastly by groupmg vdlages mto circles and arrang- 
mg each vaccmator’s tour programme beforehand he has very greatly mcreased 
the efficiency of the vaccmatmg staff 
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12 In conclusion I beg to express a hope that tbe manner m which Rao 
Bahadur Balabhai Mancha Ram has discharged his onerous duties wdl commend 
itself to the Honourable the Agent to the Governor-General m Central India His 
position has been a difficult and dehcate one, and thatthmgs should have qmeted 
down m Banna so soon after the Maharaja Madho Smgh’s deposition is chiefly 
due to the care and caution with which he proceeded on the hnes laid down for 
Vnm by Major Bevdle He has been steadily Bup;Mrted by the Dowager Maha- 
rams, the widows of Bis Highness Maharaja Sir Rndra Pratap Smgh, K C S I , 
and the members of the Council, mcludmg Mr R A Manly, whose memory and 
manhness have on more than one occasion served the administration m good 
stead Nor would I w illin gly omit to mention the hard work done by the Account- 
ant, Mr Han Pant, and the vanous officials who officiated as Revenue Officer 
tiU Quaza Kiahl-ud-dm Ahmed came

This Report is the second of the senes but the first to be drafted by the Darbar 
itself, A map wiU be mcluded m the Report for 1906-07 

2 The administration is sympathetic and popular and well thought of 
throughout Bundelkhand, but, considering aU things, the State has not made 
dunng the last 20 years as much progress on the road to wealth and prospenty as 
might have been expected of it under a pupil of Mr Monson His mghness 
has, however, shown some mchnation to co-operate with other States m improved 
methods of excise and forestry from which perseverance should m time secure 
substantial profits 

3 In spite of the surveys and settlement earned out m tunes of superm- 
tendence prior to 1886, neither cultivation nor revenue have mcreased on the 
contrary they show signs of contraction. No improvement is however hkely 
to take place in the administration of the land tfll His Highness follows the 
example of Panna, Bijawar, Baom, Sanla and the smaller States of Bundelkhand 
and has a regular survey and settlement on modern hnes as in the Bntish terri- 
tory with which Chaikhan is surrounded, and entertains a qualified Revenue 
Officer The ‘ ‘ farmmg ’ ’ system has been abandoned m Baom with the best 
results and has not been adopted or contmued by the other States named above 
The abohtion of the Dasehra List, however no min al, wiU, when earned out, 
completely give very general satisfaction 

4 The administration of justice gives nse to no complamts either on the 
part of His Highness’s subjects or on that of their neighbours in adjo ining Native 
States and British distncts There has been no senous enme m spite of fanune 
and scarcity, and the relations between the State Pohee and the Police m Hamir- 
puT and Banda continues to be excellent As for the jad its condition leaves 
little to be desired His Highness is considermg a system under which the State 
doctor would inspect the jad regularly as part of Ins regular duties and subnut 
formal recommendations to the Darbar 

6 The prmcipal feature of the year imder report was undoubtedly the scanty 
rainfall and the scarcity and fanune which supervened I am glad to be able to 
state that His Highness the Maharaja took a keen and inteUigent personal interest 
m the rehef of distress In this he was ably seconded by his father and Rai Sahib 
Kashi Pershad, the Darbar Vakd In all 626,241 luuts were reheved at a cost of 
Rs 66,116-9-1 or Re 0-1-7 per diem a head, while Rs 36,618 were remitted 
Rs 36,146 suspended and Rs 37,894-4-0 advanced as taccam, or a total of 
Rs 1,66,772-13-1, of which Rs 74,039-4-0 is no min ally recoverable 

6 The result of His Highness’s efforts is that there were no deaths from 
starvation, no unusual mortahty of any kmd, except from the cholera which 
followed in the wake of the Magh Mda at Allahabad, a new road from Charkhan 
towards Inulia and the construction or repair of 21 tanks, 290 wells and 208 
bandhiyas , moreover no land has driven out of cultivation. 
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7 Education lias always been to tbe fore in Cbarkbari itself, and I welcome 
tbe inauguration of a small boardmg bouse for tbe sons of Tbakurs and Jagirdars 
attendmg tbe Cbarkban Higb School tbe care of tbe nsmg generation of tbe 
ruling class is a matter of vital importance to tbe State Tbe statistics m Appendix 
P wdl doubtless suggest to His Highness tbe encouragement of education m the 
paxganas 

8 On tbe other band, tbe statistics m Appendices K and 0 betray careless 
registration of births and deaths, while those m Appendices M and N mdicate 
means whereby tbe population and, mdirectly, cultivation and tbe State revenues 
might gradually be mcreased Tbe population fell from 143,000 m 1891 to 
124,000 in 1901, wbde 336 square miles are returned as culturable but uncultivated 
It follows that for many years population and prosperity must go band m band 

9 Tbe Darbar can secure tbe best value for its outlay on tbe hospital at 
bead-quarters only by promotmg its efficiency and entertaining a first cla^ stafE 
A smgle death may m certain circumstances be a greater loss to tbe State than 
tbe expenditure of many thousands Tbe improvement of vaccmation and tbe 
extension of medical rebef to tbe parganas are already engagmg His Highness’s 
attention 

10 In conclusion I beg to place on record my bebef that His Highness Sir 
Malkban Smgb has tbe welfare of bis subjects much at heart , I am confident 
that given a sequence of a few years of ordinary plenty be wdl do much to benefit 
them His father is conservative but not re-actionary, and m Rai Sahib Kashi 
Persbad, bis Vakil at Nowgong, be has a very capable mouthpiece, loyal alike 
to him and to tbe Agency

Tbe Report furnished by tbe Darbar is tbe first of tbe senes and, as it contams 
very bttle of permanent importance, I have not bad it prmted Next year’s 
report will probably be of -a more practical descnption 

2 Speakmg generally I may say that tbe administration is as good as ever 
it was tbe Maharaja is not without Jionour m bis own land on tbe contrary, 
he IS clearly a strong personal ruler, and m vanous ways be is sbowmg signs of 
wisbmg to advance slowly but steadily along modem bnes Tbe J ail and Hospital, 
for instance, have been improved , and be has secured tbe services of a competent 
Eorest subordmate

Tbe Report is tbe third of tbe senes, and should be read with tbe reports for 
tbe two preceding years which contam much information necessary to a correct 
understanding of present conditions For a map of tbe State for instance, sbowmg 
bow much of tbe State has been abenated to Jagirdars, reference may be made 
to tbe Report for 1903-04 

2 Tbe year has been one of considerable activity , tbe mtroduction of an 
up-to-date land-revenue settlement on modem bnes by Mr J E Goudge, tbe 
deputation of Mr Williamson to elaborate a scheme for tbe conservancy of State 
forests, tbe appomtment of Mr J M Blancbfield as Forest Officer to carry that 
scheme mto effect, tbe consideration of Mr Todbunter’s recommendations 
for tbe reforms of tbe Darbar excise arrangements, tbe appomtment of a quab- 
fied State Engmeer m tbe person of Sardar Gurmukb Smgb, a campaign against 
what threatened to prove a senous famine, tbe grant of handsome remissions 
' of outstandmg revenue, generous taccavi, and tbe execution of a large number of 
irrigation works by way of famine relief, are all administrative achievements 
of which tbe Darbar may be justly proud. 

Tbe Report omits to mention — 

(а) That m September 1906 they adopted tbe new Forest Law 

(б) That tbe Darbar prohibited tbe cultivation of opium m October, and 

of hemp dmgs m December 1906

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(c) That m May 1900 they agreed on the basis of reciprocity to the insti- 
tution of a neutral zone for excise purposes of two miles in width on 
either side of their frontier where it runs with the British India 

3 In all these measures His Highness has, I am glad to say, taken a strong 
and mteUigent part, and his determination to master details has proved of 
groat assistance to his advisors To carry these measures to their legitimate 
conclusions wdl be a severe test of his administrative capacity , but with the 
assistance of a competent and experienced Dewan it is to be hoped that His High- 
ness will reap in due season the frmts of a hberal and enhghtened pohcy The 
financial results of Government supervision from 1897 to 1904 are stated on page 
10 of the Eeport with these before him His Highness should find no difficulty m 
arrangmg to meet aU obhgations Moreover, the survey and the settlement 
charges amountmg to nearly Rs 20,000 per annum will not recur if Mr Goudge’s 
scheme is persevered with 

4 Of the services rendered to the State by the Dewan, Munshi Gopmath, 
httle or nothmg is said m the Report, but it is with pleasure that I take this 
opportumty of brmgmg them to the notice of the Hon’ble the Agent to the 
Governor-General m Central India To have helped his master with the various 
administrative measures described above, mcludmg measures for the rehef of 
famine of real pubhc utdity, without causmg faction or raising opposition, is stnk- 
mg evidence of a firm but sympathetic manner, tact and industry, the more par- 
ticularly considermg the qualifications of his subordmate staff 

6 Into statistics it would be futile to enter at this stage of the State’s 
development a death-rate of only 13 per miUe and a birth-rate of 32 per miUe 
merely mdicate imperfect registration But the population is unduly scanty 
and want of cultivators, want of efiective demand for forest produce and the 
like, oppose discouragement to all administrative enterprise Improved vaccma- 
tion IS a step m the nght direction, and Captam Knox fuUy deserves the praise 
the Darbar bestows on him for the year’s results

This Report is the third of the senes and has to be read with its predecessors , 
that for 1903-04 contains the pedigree of the Chief, a bnef history and a map 
of the State and its surroundings JHis Highness the Nawab is to be congratulated 
m having been the first of the Chiefs m BundeHchand to see the practical 
advantages of an annual record of this kmd 

2 The most stnkmg feature of these reports is, probably, the notable instance 

they give of the recuperative power of Native States when under careful man- 
agement On the 10th of September 1901, the present Kamdar, Rai Sahib Pandit 
Jagat Naram, resumed charge as Supermtendent with a cash balance of Rs 34,690, 
and though the aimual revenue of the State is only a httle over a lakh he was 
able, on the 30th June 1904, to report the hqmdafaon of debts to the extent of 
Rs 1,60,000, and, in spite of extraordmary expenditure on survey and settle- 
ment amountmg to Rs 26,000, a closmg balance of Rs 43,667 now, after two 
bad agricultural years, the remission and suspension m the year under report 
of upwards of Rs 67,000 of the land revenue demand, and heavy famme expen- 
diture, he IS Btdl able, on the 30th June 1906, to report a cash balance of Rs 26,371 
It IS true that to enable him to carry on the administration tfil the-foUowmg 
November, When more revenue was to be expected. His Highness had to borrow 
Rs 10,000 from Government, but this sum has aheady been paid off, and the 
State IS once agam on the high road to finanfcial stabfiity I append a demand, 
collection and balance statement ’ 

3 These three years cover a penod of considerable mterest 1904 saw the 
conclusion of the survey by Mr G B. Scott, and 1905 the- mtroduction of a new 
settlement by Mr J E Goudge and the inspection of the State ]ungles, such 
as they are, by 5Ir R W Wiihamson, while 1906 has been a year of famme 

The Survey and Settlement have so far proved an unqualified success m 
every way , on the one hand the land revenue demand was mcreased by 9 per 
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cent on tlie other hand His Highness remitted all the outstanding arrears of 
land revenue, consohdated the vanous petty cesses and imdertook never to bur- 
den the administration by makmg rent-free grants of land and at the same time 
had the village Patwans tramed these acts and the preparation of a Wa'jib-ul- 
Arz, or record-of-nghts, and the grant of occupancy rights m special cases put 
heart mto the people and inspired confidence It is satisfactory to find Pandit 
Jagat Naram statmg that the vdlage maps and papers axe bemg kept up to 
date The revenue staff is efficient and there can be no doubt that, if the Nawab 
insists on its contmmng to be so, the revenue of the State wiU steadily mcrease 

From Forestry the State cannot expect much it wffl suffice if conservation 
and improvement secure a better and perpetual supply of smaller timber, and 
fire-wood and grass sufficient for the needs of its tenantry 

As for the fanune, the measures taken were successful , for the Es 1,66,000 
borrowed m the famine year of 1896-97 the State has nothmg to show but 
the rehef works undertaken m 1906 wdl bear witness ahke to the Darbar’s 
providence and generosity for many years to come The fact that there was 
no enugration, that land has not gone out of cultivation and that the Darbar has 
been able to pay off its debt to Government out of its collections from the Uianf 
alone combme to prove that providence and generosity were not misplaced The 
total expenditure to the end of the famine m September 1906 was Rs 29,463-1-3, 
the number of umts reheved 282,616, and the amount of taccavi given Rs 17,242 
For these results His Highness very properly expresses his grateful thanks to 
Pandit Jagat Naram and the latter to Sardar Gurmukh Smgh, the State 
Engmeer, the Tehsildar, and his subordmates their energy, loyalty and mtegnty 
fully justified the confidence they mspured m the people of the Baom State To 
the forethought too of the Irrigation Department of the Umted Provmces the 
State IS md^ted for those canal-fed patches of cultivation which largely con- 
tributed to keepmg the people together it was to mark his sense of this obhgation 
that, at a great personal sacrifice. His Highness paid off all outstandmg dues for 
water rates m August 1906, on the occasion of his mvestituie with ruhng powers 

4 Nor have minor developments been overlooked 

The Hospital started m 1902 has been unproved and now attracts many 
patients from adjacent British Indian villages plans and estimates have been 
prepared by Sardar Gurmukh Smgh for a new bmldmg with quarters for the staff 
and the work wdl shortly be put in hand Vaccmation however continues to be 
backward m spite of Cap tarn Knox’s best endeavours and the Nawab’s attention 
has been drawn to this anythmg that tends to mcreasmg the population must 
be welcome to an administration m Bundelkhand where cultivators are too few 
for the land Mortality hke that noted m paragraph 27 of the Report for 1906-06 
ought not to recur 

The State school has done well and I trust that the Nawab wdl continue 
to encourage it to secure good value for the money spent on it His Highness wiU 
be wise to select good teachers and pay them handsomely 

The reorgamsation of his excise system wdl certainly residt m an mcrease m 
the excise receipts, and by^ prohibitmg the cultivation of ganja and opium the 
Darbar has removed aU nsk of reproach 

6 In conclusion I wish to place on record my behef m His Highness the 
Nawab’s good wiU towards his people I am confident that he means to mamtain 
the administration of the State on the high level of excellence to which Rai Sahib 
Pandit Jagat Naram has brought it He has seen the unhappy results of mis- 
takes made by his predecessors m the past and has suffered for them, and wdl be 
careful to avoid making sundar mistakes himself Only a few more years of self- 
denial are necessary to secure him and Baom permanent prosperity

As the Report on the Chhatarpur State was compiled m my office, I do not 

E ropose td review it It will probably suffice to remark that the administration 
as worked weU and smoothly, and that, though I have seen much of the State, 
I have received no complamts of misrule Indeed the Chhatarpur State enjoys 
a local reputation for good government 

2 The Dewan, Chaube Budh Prakash, is a Tahsddar from the Umted Pi'o- 
vmces He has the welfare of the State at heart and was energetic m orgamsmg 
and prosecuting famine measures 

3 His Highness too took a proper mterest m the welfare of his people 


> (t) Sabila 

The Report is the third of its kmd and should be read with its predecessors , 
that for 1903-04 contains a map and history of the State and other informa- 
tion of permanent mterest 

2 The principal features of the year 1906-06 were the partial failure of 
the crops, the suspension of Rs 7,640 or one-sirth of the land revenue demand, 
the appomtment of Sardar Gurmukh Smgh as State Engmeer and the expen- 
diture of not less than Rs 13,800 on works of pubhc utdity and the rehef of 
distress The Pubhc Works mclude two raised roads, two tanks, a school 
buildmg and quarters for the Hospital staff The number of umts reheved 
was 42,700 

3 The financial condition of the State is excellent, the balance m hand of 
Rs 2,26,638, mcludmg an mvestment of Rs 1,90,000 m Government paper m 
special form and I append a demand collection and balance statement show- 
mg that, besides the ordinary demand for the coming year 1906-07 under aU 
heads amounting to Rs 55,200, there are recoverable arrears amountmg to

6 The Dowager Ram may be said to have admmistered the State with 
some success, but the credit is partly due to her Kamdar Raghunandan Ddrshit 
of Bdehn when the last has been heard of the petty differences between them 
stdl better results may be expected 

6 In the meantime it is satisfactory to note that she contmues to devote 
attention to the education of her httle son the Raja Mahpal Smgh preparatory

The Report is the first of its kmd , its compilation is creditable to the 
Kamdar, Pandit Durga Pershad, and I am obhged to the Jagirdar, Rao Bahadur 
Arjun Smgh, for the mterest he has taken m its production There is no doubt 
that year by year the value of such a record wfil be more and more appreciated 

2 I append, for convemence of record and comparison with Appendix 
XXI, a tabular statement showing the revenue and expenditure of the Jagn 
m past years The remark m paragraph 23 of the Report that the Jagir prepares 
no Budget really means that the Jagir is not required to submit its Budget for 
approval by the Agency The mcome and expenditure are accounted for m 
the ordmary way and regulated by custom The loan of Rs 6,000 from Gov- 
ernment will be repaid without difficulty and the financial position is sound 

3 How manfully the Jagirdar dealt with the problem of famine admmis- 
tration may be gathered from the modest statement of facts m paragraph 18 
of the Report the tract was as severely affected as any m the neighbourmg dis- 
tricts of Hamirpur and Jhansi I may add that his efforts were wholly success- 
ful and that he rendered the neighbouring Jagirs of Dhurwai and Bijna a great 
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service by allowing tbem to use tbe Ton Patebpiir poor-house The opening of a 
dispensary, the improvement of vaccmation, the reduction of superfluous pohce 
stations, the commencement of forest conservation, the idea of formally adoptmg 
the Bntish Indian Currency and excludmg the Gajashahi Rupee, and a request 
for a traverse survey are also proofs of that progressive tendency which Rao 
Bahadur Arjim Smgh imbibed as a boy at the Nowgong Ra] Kumar College , 
his httle son Raghura] Smgh is already able to read and write Hmdi though only 
11 years old, and keen to go to the Daly College as soon as there is room for 
bim 

4 Ton Fatehpur itself is a picturesque place, the Gahn or keep, on the 
hill overlookmg the town, and the many handsome Chhattns or mausoleums 
m the neighbourhood forming stnkmg features in the landscape A short 
metaUed road from Pandwaha to Ton Fatehpur is a desideratum Ton Fatehpur 
will then be a convement base for the administration of the J agirs of Dhuiwai 
and Bijna which have come under supenntendence by the Agency 

6 The Jagirdar journeyed to Indore m November 1906, to be present at 
the foundation of the reconstituted Daly College by His Excellency Lord Curzon 
He remamed at Indore to do homage to His Royal Highness the Pnnce of 
Wales and though unable to attend the Darbar was present at the Garden 
Party at the Residency and on other pubhc oceasions 

6 It only remains for me to place on record my high opimon of the Jagir- 
dar Rao Bahadur Arjun Smgh’s sense of pubhc duty and my appreciation of the 
work done by his capable and hberal minded Kamdar, Pandit Durga Pershad 
I commend both to the notice of the Hon’ble the Agent to the Governor-General

2 He IS mdeed to be congratulated m bavmg succeeded m bnngmg tbe 
Jagir tbrougb a bttle famme and rebevmg 97,836 umts, of which 68,000 cost 
tbe Jagir notbmg and 29,836 cost only Rs 2,000 But for tbe contract for part 
of tbe Dbasan Canal be would have bad to borrow from Government, and as 
he already owes Rs 9,974 to tbe Gwabor Darbar and Rs 9,618 to Mabajans, 
this would have been a senous matter Tbe existence of this debt of Rs 19,492 
and tbe fact tbat be is required to subimt bis Budget Estimates for approval 
by tbe Agency are discreetly omitted from tbe Report 

3 Tbe financial position is, however, far from hopeless Tbe estimated m- 
come for 1906-07 mcludmg tbe recoverable arrears amounting to Rs 6,609 is 
Rs 21,716, whereas tbe expenditure m recent years bas not exceeded Rs 1,800 
and m 1906-07 is expected to be only Rs 9,700 Tbe debts should therefore be 
extmgmsbed m six years or so 

' 4 In tbe meantime tbe Jagir might with advantage give attention to tbe 
possibdity of mcreasmg tbe fertibty of its land and protectmg itself to some 
extent against drought and famine by encouragmg tbe construction of band- 
biyas, by taccavi if necesBaxy Indeed m considenng bow tbe land on tbe banks 
of tbe Dbasan is bemg eroded, tbe Jagir would do weU to elaborate a compre- 
hensive scheme of bandbiyas to curb tbe power of tbe monsoon, and apply to 
Government for a loan for distribution, chiefly, as taccavv to its tenants to enable 
them to cany tbe scheme out 

6 There is bttle doubt tbat some such scheme would prove profitable at 
any rate it would stop tbe present contmuous denudation of tbe sod and tbe 
consequent spobation of tbe land Tbe ravmes could then be terraced and 
cultivated at present they are unculturable and steadily encroacbmg on tbe 
Jagir and eatmg it away Mr Marsh’s attention was drawn to this last hot 
weather with a view to the preparation of a scheme suitable for mclusion m tbe 
Jagir famine programme but no staff could be found to work out tbe details 

6 Tbe Report further omits to note tbat tbe Jagirdar went to Indore m 
November 1906, to be present at the foundation of tbe reconstituted Daly Col- 
lege by TTtr Excellency Lord Curzon, and that be stayed on there to receive Their 
Royal Highnesses tbe Pnnce and Prmcess of Wales 

7 In no other way can I see any prospects of mcreasmg revenue Tbe 
reorganization of tbe excise will bnng m only a bttle more and there is bttle or 
no room left for further retrenchment As it is tbe Jagirdar bves as economi- 
cally as be can 

8 Rao Bban Pratap Smgb then deserves credit for tbe year’s administration 
and so does bis veiy devoted Kamdar, Rao Sabib Pandit Bala Persbad

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2 The JagiT is to be congratulated on baving emerged from wbat -was famme 
m adjacent parts of Bntisb India without loss of revenue or of cultivators Nearly 
1 19,000 umts were leheved at a cost of Ks 7,000 or 1 1 pies each I append a state- 
ment showing the state of coUeotions the current year’s harvests are so promising 
that the arrears outstandmg to the amount of Ks 2,732 should be recovered without 
difficulty Considermg that at the close of the year under report there was already 
a balance of Ks 9,793, the financial position is far from bad, but the Jagirdar hlis no 
house fit to hve m and he and his brother wdl shortly have to be betrothed and 
manned, and these facts have to be reckoned with 

3 Fortunately m the Lughasi Jagir there are gratifying possibihties of an m- 
creasmg revenue The settlement now m progress wiU, it is expected, result m an 
appreciable nse m the land revenue demand and yet le&d to mcreased cultivation by 
inspiring greater confidence m the admmistratiom A substantial mcrease has 
already^een made m the imgated area and as taccam becomes more popular the 
ryots wdl assuredly dig more wells and make more bandhiyas for which the country 
18 well adapted Simdarly the reorganisation of the excise and the scientific 
treatment of its forests and grass lands cannot fad to yield handsome profits on 
systematic treatment 

4 The Jagirdar, Dewan Chhatrapati Smgh, is now nearly 20 years of age, 
though he does not look it He has had a creditable record at the Daly College, 
especially m athletics The time is not far distant when he must be associate 
with the Kamdar to learn something of the prmciples of administration. His 
younger brother Partap Smgh wdl, I hope, quahfy for a post of trust and respons- 
ibdity m some State m Bundelkhand 

6 In conclusion I beg to record my appreciation of the good work done by 
the Kamdar, Pandit Desraj Tiwan, the author of the report under review. Hia 
Highness the Maharaja of Charkhan very kmdly lent him to me eighteen months 
ago when the Jagir was causmg me much anxiety, and the results have been most 
satisfactory

The Keport is the first of its kmd and the very limited extent of the estate 
prevents the presentation of anything more elaborate 

2 The prmcipal feature of the year’s administration was the scarcity and 
famme which prevailed more or less from January to September No less than 
21,866 umts were reheved at a cost of Ks 1,620-1-9 , Ks 3,096 were remitted and 
Ks 2,092 suspended It is satisfactory to be able to report that up to the end of 
J une there had been no unusual mortality attributable to famme 

3 The Dhasan Canal wdl pass through part of the Bihat Jagir and is already 
in progress The Canal Department havmg driven a metalled road from the'Kaii- 
way at Harpalpur to their Head Works at Lachura Ghat near Kashipur, the Jagir- 
dar’s residence at Kohama wdl m time be accessible by somethmg better than a 
CQimtry track 
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4 By good, careful and economical management the Jagndar has been able 
to accumulate, m spite of famme, a tidy httle savmg of upwards of Rs 40 000 
I trust that as opportumty offers he will spend his future savmgs on havmg a dis- 
pensary and some schools which are much needed. 

6 The Jagirdar s attention will also he drawn to the possibdity of havmg fuel 
and fodder reserves m villages which are at present denuded of jungle growth 
also to the need of road-side nvenues 

6 The admimstration has given nee to no complamts It is not exactly pro- 
gressive, but the J agirdar, Rao Mahum Smgh, and his Kamdar, Lachman Pershad, 
may be congratulated on thmgs bemg no worse The former has recently agreed to 
a traverse survey of the estate with a view to a regular settlement, a decided step 
m the nght direction

The JTagir has emerged safely from a rather cntical expenence m the way of 
famme and credit is due to the jumor Dowager Jagirdarm and her advisers 
Prompt remissions and su^ensions of the land revenue demand and the provision 
of timely rehef and taccavi prevented emigration and loss of cultivators There is 
no reason why with careful management this httle Jagir should not flounsh greatly 
m years to come It has already got Rs 35,000 mvested m Grovemment paper 
Of the mcome of Rs 8,336 under “Miscellaneous ” Rs 4,968-12-0 were derived 
from the sale of a Promissory Note of that value 

2 To inspire confidence and attract cultivators a cadastral survey has been 
undertaken by the local Patwans workmg with Amms under Mr G B Scott’s 
supermtendence, and Pandit JagatNaram, the Kamdar of Baom, wiU, with Brs 
Highness the Nawab’s permission, submit proposals to Mr J B Goudge for the 
settlement of the Jagu on the hues of his settlement of the Baom State The 
road to connect Ben with Kadaura and the Great Indian Peninsula Railway at 
Kalpi was started as a measure of famme rehef , it cannot fad to add to the even- 
tual prosperity of the Jagu and m the meantime it serves its purpose m facihtatmg 
supervision 

3 The education of the young Jagurdar and his brother at the Daly College is 
a matter for congratulation the Dowager Jagurdarm recognised the wisdom of 
sending them there from the very first, and is proud to see the boys developmg 
from term to term 

4 The Kamdar, Lala Bhairon Pershad, and the Jagir V akd, Lala Khalaq Smgh, 
are faithful servants of the Jagir and deserve commendation 


(r) Ampuba 

The Chief, Raja Chhatrapati, takes an active personal mterest m the manage- 
ment of this httle property, and his ad min i s tration is efiective 

2 Durmg the latter half of the year the Jagir suffered from scarcity approach- 
mg to famme the situation was dealt with sympathetically, as wiU appear from the 
more elaborate Bamme Report which is under submission separately The oppor- 
tumty was taken to dig 37 wells and 3 bonds for irrigation and to plant avenue trees 
along the Nowgong-Harpalpur Road 

3 The reorganisation of excise arrangements, the provision of proper medical 
rehef, the conservation of his jungles on more modem hues, the improvement of 
commumcations, and the encouragement of irrigation and means for the storage 
of water are all matters to which the Chief’s attention has been directed 

4 The growth of the vdlage of Harpalpur on the Jhansi Mahoba section of the 
Great Indian Peninsula Radway brmgs m a handsome sum annually , the Report 
makes no mention of the important case connected with the g innin g factory at 
Harpalpur, the protraction of which is likely to result m serious consequences 
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5 The Agency has received no complaints from neighhourmg States or Bntish 
Distncts, and this fact coupled mth the statistics forwarded by the Jagir justify 
the conclusion that m spite of the dearness of food the Jagir contmues to be 
remarkably free from serious cnme 

6 On the whole then the Jagir is to be congratulated on its record for the year 
The Raja has only to spend his surplus revenues on developments of a modem 
character to considerably benefit his subjects and himself and their postenty 


(s) Gaurihae 

The mam feature perhaps of the administration since the Jagir came undet 
supenntendence m April 1004, is the improvement which has been effected m the 
financial position this is very clearly brought out m the appended statements A and 
B The steady decrease imder personal expenses of the Chief — State charges, 
hlffitary, Pensions and chanties — are specially satisfactory, and reflect credit on 
Dowager Jagirdarm Saheba 

2 The mcrease in the land-revenue demand is chiefly due to extension of cul- 
tivation The resumption of free grants of land for service, etc , in some cases and 
the substitution of cash pay in cases where service is still rendered was necessanly 
delayed by bad seasons , it will eventually reheve the Jagir of a growmg burden 

3 The legend, however, is that m days gone by the total revenue of the Jagir 
was nearer Rs 60,000 than Rs 26,000, and the Jagirdar when he gets powers shoiffd 
not rest content the resources of the Jagir are fuUy developed the simple fact 
that the population has fallen from 10,691 m 1881 and 10,148 m 1891 to 7,760 m 
1901 A D mdicates that orgamsed vaccmation and attention to pubhc health 
generally will mdirectly repay attention to a very material degree 

4 That the Jagir emerged from the recent agncultural crisis with an increase of 
less than Rs 2,000 to its pubhc debt may be attributed partly to pubhc confidence 
m the admimstration which induced the well-to-do to provide rehef on private

work should be finished this cold weather It will then be possible to proceed to a 
cadastral survey of the village interiors by means of tramed local Patwans and 
the revision of the land revenue demand 

3 Throughout Bundelkhand the extension of cultivation is hampered by the 
dearth of cultivators and the development of the canal system m the adjacent 
Distncts of Jhansi, Hamirpur and Banda may at first accentuate the difficulty by 
attractmg tenants from the ISTative States, but eventually it cannot fad to reduce 
the difficulty by stopping the dram due to famme and providmg a surplus population 
to take up land m Native State temtoiy besides, an increasmg population wfll

4 In the meantime the Jagir can protect itself to some extent by ofl^ermg

The Thakur has formed a local Committee of the Malwah Rajputra Hitkarmi 
Sabha at Piploda under the presidency of Thakur Raghunath Smgh of Kanser 

Thakur Kesri Singh appears to take an mtelhgent mterest m the affairs of 
his Estate, the admmistration of which may be regarded as generally satisfactory 
The present financial -condition of the Estate is not such as to cause apprehension 
nor can it be held that the habdities of the Estate are due to any want of economy 
or care on the part of the Thakur 

Two or three good seasons should suffice to place the finances of the Estate 
on a satisfactory footmg Until good seasons come it is difficult to expect much 
in the direction of admimstrative reform

GenoraL ^ Compact area, but consists of four 

detached parganas widely separated from 
one another These parganas are themselves agam spht up, often village by 
\'illagc, between the Semor and Junior Branches All attempts to remedy 
the e\ul by exchangmg these isolated portions of temtory for tracts owned by 
other States adjoimng Dewas have so far proved unsuccessful, but there can be 
no doubt that the administration would be improved and simplified if the Indore 
Darbar would exchange a portion of Indore temtory near Dewas for the Bagod 
pargana, or if the two Dewas Darbars would arrange an interchange of villages 
among themselves There should be no insuperable difficulty in effecting an 
interchange, and the benefits to both Darbars would be considerable 

3 The Supenntendent’s remarks on the land revenue admimstration ate 

Revenue large measure reproduced from the 

■j, , , administration report of the past year * 

For the three years immediately preceding the famine of 1899-1900 the collections 
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of land revenue averaged Rs 2,73,670 while the average for the five succeeding 
years was Rs 2,46,700 The assessment is undoubtedly too high, and mdications 
are not wantmg that the zeal of the revenue official has not always been temp&ed 
with discretion, and that there has been a tendency to sacrifice the future welfare 
of the State to the financial needs of the moment The necessity for a considerate 
treatment of the cultivator at the present tune cannot be overestimated 
Famme and plague have senously diminished the population The neighbo urin g 
States of Indore and Gwahor, who can afiord to be generous, are offenng lement 
terms to tenants and unless a speedy revision of the land revenue admimstration 
IS efiected m Dewas, it is not improbable that tenants will migrate The Superm- 
tendent’s report on the assessment of the Alot pargana showed that that pargana 
had recovered httle it at aU from the effects of the famine, and that some of the 
evds of the old Maratha revenue system stiU survived to the detriment of the 
cultivators 


Some rehef wdl no doubt be afforded by the change m the date of the pay- 
ments of the revenue instalments The so called Dasehra cess, which was col- 
lected before the Khanf crop could be put on the market, drove the cultivators 
mto the hands of the money-lenders But no substantial improvement m the 
position can be hoped for untd a systematic settlement has been earned out, and 
steps taken to msure its mamtenance by providmg a tramed body of revenue 
officials At present few of the Patwans have an elementary knowledge of their 
duties, and work, which should be done by revenue officials, is earned out by 
Updars, sofdais and the pobce As a preliminary step, it wdl be necessary to 
brmg up to date the survey records, and their examination may not improbably 
show that the survey which, though commenced m 1897, has but ]ust been com- 
pleted IS too maccurate to form the basis of a settlement

under ‘ Pubhc Works ’ owmg to the postponement of certain budding projects 
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The mcrea'?cd expenditure under “Palace Expenses” is due to the appoint- 
ment of a tutor and guardian for His Highness the Raja The remaimng heads 
of receipts and expenditure call for no comment The State is stdl in debt to the 
extent of 21^ lakhs, and -when the loan mstalments and interest charges have been 
met, the balance available for -works of improvement even m normal years is 
small, whde in unfavourable seasons the most rigid economy is reqmred to avoid 
a deficit In these circumstances until a series of good years has restored finan- 
cial prosperity, it is impossible to hope for rapid progress, and expenditure

The present Superintendent has shovra that he can be trusted to avoid

The defects m the system of the admmistration of the land revenue which 
have been noticed m the case of the Semor Branch, are equally apparent m the 
sister State His Highness the Raja made a special study of the conditions of 
the cultivators in his tour in the Sarangpur pargana The survey records are out 
of date and probably inaccurate In many instances the recorded area m 
which the rent charge is assessed was found to be at vanance -with the actual 
area cultivated, -with the result that some tenants are assessed at the full recorded 
value of their onginal holding though they may only be actually cultivating half 
the area, while others are cidtivatmg more land than is sho-wn m their /Jia(a in 
the records 


His Highness is fully alive to the necessily for a thorough revision of the 
revenue admimstration, but the finances of the State are m such an unsatisfac- 
tory' condition that it wiU be difficult to find the necessary funds for a settlement 
The settlement operations could however most economically be earned out simul- 
taneously -with that of the Semor Branch Any del(iy m the very necessary 
reform -will mevitably result in a further dechne in the receipts from land revenue 
The system of Settlement finally adopted, if it is to be successful, must be simple 
The class of revenue official which the State is able to obtain cannot be expected 
to give the regular and careful supervision which is required by an elaborate 
revenue system As in the case of the Semor Branch, the first steps should be to 
fix more convement dates for the recovery of the land revenue instalments, com- 
mence the training of the fativaris and the re-vision of the survey records The 
Darbar should give this pomt early attention 


It would be mteresting to know what steps are taken to see that the tenants 
arc actunllj benehtted by remissions and susjitosions of land revenue In a 
system where the money lender is often the intermediary between the revenue 
official and the cultivator, the opportumtaes for malversation are numerous

In addition to the cash balance the State has mvestments to the value of 
Rs 2,83,000 m Government paper To meet its present pressmg habihties the 
Darbar must presumably sell out a portion of its mvested funds, but this is a 
measure which wfil only afford temporary rehef 

The State is m fact hvmg above its mcome, the average annual excess of 
expenditure over receipts m the past three years amountmg to Rs 17,000 A 
portion of this excess is no doubt due to unfavourable seasons and with good 
years the revenue collections should show an annual mcrease of Rs 20,000 at 
least, but if expenditure is to be mamtamed on its present scale, this wiU only 
mean eqmhbnum between receipts and expenditure and wiU leave httle margm 
for loan repayments or ongmal works The Darbar must, therefore, as the 
only alternative, reduce expenditure , some economy might for mstance be effected 
m “unforeseen expenditure” The actual expenditure under this head 
appears on the average to have exceeded the Budget estimates by about Rs 20,000 
annually m the past three years

The year for which this Report has been prepared by the Supermtendent, 

Bandit Ganpat Rao, closes a penod of 
ten years dunng which the Bagh Estate 
has been under management At the close of the year 1896-97 the balance m 
hand amounted to Rs 1,02,766 and the habdities to Rs 20,000 The year under 
report shows a surplus of Rs^ 1,76,769 The result on the whole may, m view of 
the character of the past five years, be regarded as satisfactory The major por- 
tion of this large balance which is far m excess of the needs of the Estate rmght 
well be devoted to works of pubhc utdify, the total charges on account of which 
dunng the past decade have only amounted to Rs 14,000 

Suitable projects are under consideration, but as is mdicated m the Report, 
great difficulty is expenenced m Estates oi this size m procurmg the necessary 
machmery to prepare and carry out a Public Works programme 

They are unable to afford to entertam a competent Engmeer and expert 
advice is not available It is not unnatural therefore that some hesitation should 
be shown m embarkmg on costly projects with no better advice or supervision 
than that of a sub-overseer on Rs 60 a month 
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In the absence of the land records and accurate survey, wbicb are required 

by an up-to-date system of revenue adinmis- 
Land revenue tration, rates are assessed by the old 

fashioned methods of usage and bargaimng The result is probably advan- 
tageous to the cultivators, for complamts are few and it is rarely necessary to 
resort to coercive measures to reahse As mdicated m the Report, arrangements 
are now bemg made to establish an effective revenue system and to substitute 
proper land records for the present haphazard methods which depend almost 
entirely for their successful operation on the knowledge and abdity of local officials 

When the settlement is completed, it wdl be possible to form a more just 
idea of the progress of the Thakurate and to obtam accurate statistics regardmg 
cultivation and trade Guess work information is aU that is under present cir- 
cumstances available The survey which was commenced m 1896-97 and has 
but just been completed wdl be useless for settlement purposes 

The reference m paragraph 74 of the Report to the necessity of a revision of 
taxation is important A.t present the fiscal system is distmctly medissval In 
addition to mulkfanous petty imposts such as fees on marnages, etc , the so- 
called sayer tax operates as an mtemal transit duty and its collection by a con- 
tractor under no proper supervision acts as an effective check on trade The 
revision of taxation could best be undertaken simultaneously with the land 
revenue settlement 


Paragraph 36 of the Report mdicates another useful reform It is unneces- 
sary to comment further on the charac- 
ter of the pohce force which is correctly 

described by the Superintendent 

In addition to the projects mentioned m paragraph 82 of the Report, the 

Thakurate has agreed to contribute towards 
^ the cost of the construction of the 

Indore-Nimawar road, ten mdea of which will pass through the Thakurate 
and afford direct communication with Indore and Nimawar The importance 
of this project wdl be considerably enhanced if the line of radway from Bit to 
Bhopal on the Great Indian Peninsula Badway system, which it is proposed to 
survey, is eventually constructed A 'pucca road from Bagh to Hat Pipha cut- 
ting the mam road at or near Bamon, wiU provide the Thakurate with excellent 
Imes of commumcation At present, except m the town of Bagh, there is not even 
a third class road m the Esta'te The completion of these projects should 
matenaUy increase the trade and resources of the Thakurate It is proposed 
to devote a portion of the present surplus to famme protective works of a 
remunerative nature which have hitherto received httle attention 


The financial condition of the Estate is enunently satisfactory In the year 

- under report, the receipts exceeded the 
expenditure by Rs 8,473-8-2 after aUow- 
mg for an expenditure of Rs 7,000 on the Thakiir’s fourth maraage In normal 
years the annual surplus should always exceed Rs 10,000 and should consider- 
ably mcrease as the resources of the Thakurate are developed 

Durmg the period of Pandit Ganpat Rao’s supenntendency a considerable 
advance has been made m the efficiency of the administration, and if the reforms 
which aie promised m the Report receive due attention, the Thakur should be 
able to start his a dmini stration on regular and well-organised hnes and to main- 
tam his Estate m a progressive condition

3 Ninety-eight cases of dakaiti were reported in Central India during the 

year 1906 as against 108 cases m 1904, 
Details of DakaiHs bemg a shght decrease of 10 cases The 

value of the property plundered has, however, increased from Rs 67,874 to Es 
69,966 and the amount recovered from Rs 13,023 to Rs 14,881, while the number 
of persons killed and wounded has been reported to be 7 and 69 agamst 4 and 60 
m 1904, respectively 1,316 dakaits were reported as engaged m the commis- 
sion of the cases alluded to durmg the year under report, whereas 1,823 dakaits 
were said to be concerned durmg the year 1904 As usual, m many cases the 
same men have been concerned and therefore these figures are no gauge of the 
actual number of men engaged m dakaitis, a number of course coi^derably less 
than this Of the persons concerned 207 have been arrested, of which number 74 
have been convicted and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment, 36 have 
been discharged for want of sufficient evidence, 1 escaped, and the verffict m the 
oases of the remaining accused persons is awaited. 

Seventeen cases of dakaiti, which were committed previous to 1906, were 
brought to hght durmg the year under report The value of the property plun- 
dered m these cases amounted to Rs 9,863, of which a sum of Rs 6,369 was 
recovered In these cases two persons are reported to have been wounded by 
dakaits of whom 277 were reported to have been concerned of this number 97 
were arrested, of whom 38 were convicted, 11 were released, and 1 escaped, while 
the result of the tnal of the rest is awaited. 


Four cases of poisonmg occurred durmg the year 1905 Of these 3 occurred 
withm the Indore State while the remaimng one took place in the Dhar State 

In these cases the aggregate amoimt of spoil was Rs 182, four victims lost 
their hves, while two, who were also poisoned, recovered. Of the seven poisoners 
said to be concerned two were arrested but the verdicts m then: cases have not 
yet been reported.

Tlie Resident remarks tkat “m this respect tke Gwalior Residency is 
still very mnch. behind the tunes 

The system of identification by finger prmts has been introduced into the 
two Petty States of Raghogarh and Agra-Barkhera, but Gwabor itself, the parent 
State, BtiU has the matter under consideration The year has been an excep- 
tionally busy one for the Gwabor Darbar, owing to the Royal Visit, and to the 
prevalence of famine, and this affords some excuse for the delay which has 
occurred I trust that I shall be able to report next year that the system 
has been fully introduced throughout the State ” 


(c) Relations of the Departmental Officers to State Police, 


The Resident remarks that “the relations have contmued to be most 
amicable, and in no single instance has there been friction At the Maharaja’s 
request the services of the whole of the Thagi and Dakaiti estabbshment were 
placed at his Inspector- General of Pobce’s disposal m connection with the Royal 
Visit to Gwabor, and the Inspector, Sirdar Bahadur Dyal Smgh, orgamzed an 
excellent bttle detective force which did its work admirably ’ ’ 

Dyal Singh was rewarded by the gift of a Victorian Order Medal from the 
hands of His Royal Highness the Prmce of Wales, and his services and of those 
of hiB subordmates were warmly acknowledged by the Inspector-General of 
Pobce 


The Resident is weU* satisfied with the general work of the Department 
durmg the year 1905 

No cases of dakaiti were tried by the Resident dunngthe year under report 

The Moghias of Garha were removed from the villages of Barsat, Parewa, 
Donger, and Salota and are now concentrated at Jamner They are bberaUy 
provided with Tchad 

6 In the Indore State twenty-three cases of dakaiti were reported during 
, the year 1906 as against 34 m the preced- 

ore enoy. mg year Property valued at Rs 10,110 

was plundered, and Rs 8,674 worth was recovered as against Rs 13,804 and 
Rs 6,923 respectively in 1904 

In two separate cases the dakaits kdled a villager, while 26 mdividuals 
were wounded Of the 324 dakaits concerned, 1 was kibed m an encounter with 
the Pobce, were w'ounded and 42 were arrested Of these 14 were convicted- 
while 20 were dischatged, and one effected his escape. 

The local Pobce had an encounter with a formidable gang of Bhil and 
Mina dakaits, which had co mmi tted a serious dakaiti at Sujanpura village within 
the Bhanpura Pobce station limi ts. The dakaits were followed for three days, 
and after a severe fight, in which 1 dakait was killed and 6 wounded, fled 
leaving over 200 head of cattle which they had looted ^ 

In another encounter with dakaits one State Pobceman was killed 


The Indore Pobce has also been successful m breaking up another gang 
of dakaits under the leadership of one Moti and his brother Mahadeo, son of 
Himta Sondhia “ who by their exploits had created a reign of terror m the 
Bhanpura Distncfe for many years.” 

In a case of dakaiti which occurred on 10th September 1906, m the Nimar 
District, Mr., Seagma says that “several of the dakaits concerned have been 
Captured and some of the property recovered but extradition from Datia is 
causmg great delay in the final disposal of the case, which, with another case, is 
the only mstance of an orgamzed dakaiti on a dweUing-house durmg the. year 
throughout the whole State, and these cases were solely due to the fa min e 
which prevails this year m "AlampurJ ’ 

To cope with the formidable gangs of dakaits, of which a brief notice has 
been given above, the Government of India has been pleased to abow a special 
issue of arms to the Indore Pobce ‘ ‘ They have been suppbed, on loan, with 
300 Martmi-Heniy Rifles and Carbines, and sanction has been accorded to the 
sale to the State of 7 00 converted breech-loading Carbmes, of which 222 have 
been received to date ’ ’ 
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Most of the cases -were cattle hftmg, and Mr Seagmn vmtes that ‘ ‘ the 
increase m cattle thefts is not a real increase, hut is due to improved control 
of the reporting agency Previously any loss of cattle, which could possibly 
be put down to strapng, was never registered as a theft , cattle lifting is the 
cnme of the State, and as such, it has been most carefully watched, and every 
endeavour made to ensure a correct record of all cases 

Three poisomng cases were reported during the year 1906 Three poisoners, 
of whom 2 were arrested, were concerned m these cases in which Es 160 
worth of property was stolen and Es 48 worth recovered , 

Poison was admimstered to the victims in one instance m sweets, and in 
another mixed with pulse, and the result was that 4 of them lost their lives 
while 2 recovered 

The Cnmmal Branch of the State Pohce made an excellent enquiry regardmg 
Chandrabhedis or Sanonas, and has supphed a very complete register of them 

7 The Bhopal Agency reported 7 cases dunng the year 1906 as against 12 
Bhopal Agency ^ previous year 

The total amount of property plundered was valued at Es 7,636 of which 
the sum of Es 667 was recovered, as against Es 6,384 plundered and Es 1,946 
recovered m the previous year Of the 61 dakaits said to be concerned, 27 were 
arrested of whom 10 were convicted, as against 43 captured and 30 convicted 
in 1904 

Bhopal also reported 4 more cases of dakaiti, of which 1 occurred m 1903 and 
3 m 1904 The aggregate value of property plundered m these cases amounted 
to Es 1,721 of which property to the value of Es 1,468 was recovered. Of the 
25 persons concerned m these cases 16 were arrested, 12* convicted and 1 released 

No cases of poisomng occurred durmg the year under report 

One counterfeit comer was arrested m Khilchipui State, and convicted and 
sentenced to 10 years’ ngorous imprisonment by the Pobtacal Agent 

The Pohtical Agent notes that the decrease m the number of cases in 1906 
IS satisfactory bemg said to be due to improved Pohce arrangements in the 
States of Bhopal and Eajgarh 

Lieutenant-Colonel Colvm, Pohtical Agent m Bhopal, inspected the Moghia 
settlements at Khilchipur and Narsmghgarh, and vanous defects were brought to 
the notice of the Darbars concerned 

Mr White inspected the Moghias of Ichawar and Eaisen and Maksudan- 
garh, and suggested certam reforms m his inspection report which was forwarded 
to the Pohti^ Agent m Bhopal 

The general complamt of the Moghias was that advances of Mad durmg the 
monsoon was not given m time, and it is hoped that the defect may be remedied 

Ihe Moghias of Kurwai, Pathan and Suronj (Tonk) were inspected durmg 
the year by Inspector Makbiil Shah Ahmad and Deputy Inspector Chiragh Ah 

The staff attached to this Sub-Agency has been favourably reported on, and 
the Pohtical Agent specially brmgs to notice the good work of Deputy Inspector 
Tnbhuwan Nath of whom he says ‘ ‘ seems deservmg of promotion ’ ’ Them 
services were utilized m several cmmnal cases m the Agency and were attended 
with success

property valued at Es .12,164 was 
plundered of which Es 334 worth were recovered as compared with Ea 2,396

The Thagi staff rendered assistance to the Jhansi District Pohce, and to the 
Jagirdar of Dhurwai m arresting criminals concerned in two dakaitis They also 
assisted the Nowgong Local Pohce m a theft case in which the departmental 
officers were successful m arrestmg the offenders concerned, and recovermg m 
full the stolen property belongmg to Mr Gwatkm of the 18th Tiwana Lancers 

The departmental officers appeared as pubhc prosecutors m the Court of 
the Pohtical Agent m two cases of murder, a rape and a poisonmg case 

In one of the murder cases three accused were sentenced to death and 
hanged, and m the case of rape the accused was sentenced to a himted term of 
imprisonment, while the accused m the poisonmg, and the other murder cases, 
were discharged for want of sufficient evidence 

The only cnmmal tribe settled down m Bundelkhand is the Kanjars, who 
are located at Dharampura near Nowgong, and are under the supervision of the 
Thagi and Dakaiti Sub-Agency 

At the beginning of the year 1905 there were 161 Kanjars, mcludmg women 
and children, residmg at the village of Dharampura, and 12 more Kanjars 
were settled durmg the year under review, which gives a total number of 163 
souls, of these 27 absconded, 3 were confined m ]ail, 3 died, m aU 33, leavmg 
a total number of 130 souls m the colony at the close of the year The colony 
constitutes 28 famihes These have been provided with land and bullocks and 
have cultivated it with Rabi and Khanf crops As crops failed partly, they 
were provided with, and mamtamed themselves by labour 

They had also cultivated land with vegetables, but the produce was not 
much owmg to the inferior quahty of the land 

They are also employed m rope makmg and mzoar and carpet weavmg 

The Political Agent has made arrangement with the Indore and Datia 
States authorities to control Chandrabhedis, and to supply Fmger Impression Shps 
to the Central India Bureau at Indore 

The Pohtical Agent has expressed his satisfaction with the work performed 
by each of the officers of the Thagi staff employed at the Sub-Agency 

No frontier diffi culties regardmg cnme arose between the Native States 
infer se or between them and the neighbounng Bntish distncts 

9 Twenty cases of dakaiti occurred m Jhabua, 4 m Dhar, 3 in All Rajpur 
Bhopawar Agency and 1 m Kathiwara States, m all 28 cases 

as agamst 23 m 1904 , the property

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'The want of cordial co-operation between this State and the Khnshalgarh 
State iSj I consider, one of the causes for the large amount of undetected cnme 
With a view to an improvement, arrangements were recently made to extend the 
Central Lidia Extradition Eules to these two States ’ ’ 

The penod that has elapsed smce this arrangement was made is too short to 
adnut of any conclusion bemg arrived at as to its utihty m the suppression of 
crime 

The Pohtical Agent adds that “ the Thagi and ^Dakaiti Department was not

Investigations in regard to Protective Irrigation Works in Central 

India 1906-06. 


The Eeport as furmshed by Mr H Marsh, C LE , Consulting Engmeer, Pro- 
tective Imgation Works m Central India, is reproduced below — 

1 took over the office of Consultmg Engmeer for Protective Works m Cen- 
tral India on the 8th September 1906 Rom that date tdl the 16th October, cor- 
respondence was earned on with the Pohtical Officers of the Agency, ffies studied, 
ana the evidence collected by the Imgation Commissions was exammed 

2 In the latter month, visits were paid to Gwahor and Bhopal When m the 
former State, the Maharaja conveyed me a distance of 42 miles to see a new and 
important Eeservoir Band at Tikamgarh, as the masonry portion oi it was con- 
sidered unsafe. The work can be made qmte useful by supplementmg the wall, 
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witli front and rear eartten embankments, and it is bebeved His’ Highness will 
adopt this measnre The construction wiU afford very smtable employment to 
labourers m the existmg fa min e 

3 Some time was also spent m discussing survey work, which Mr Mooraj, the 
State Supenntending Hngmeer, was about to start 

4 At Bhopal, I made the acquamtance of Her Highness the Begam and her 
State officers The monsoon of 1905 had been well distributed m this Agency, 
and no fears of distress were anticipated, stiU Her Highness professed her desire 
to push on irrigation works, employ proper engmeermg staff, and was desirous 
that I should march through her territory when an opportumty occurred 

6 November was mostly spent at Indore where a large assemblage had been 
arranged to await the arrival of the Viceroy and the Prmce of Wales The Hon- 
ourable Major Dalv kmdly asked me to come there m that month, as it was an 
excellent opportumty for meeting not only the Bntish officers of Central India, but 
also the Chiefs, and their prmcipal abvisors 

6 Immediately after the departure of the Royal Visitors, Major Daly held a 
meetmg of the Residents, Pohtical Agents, and Pubhc Works officers, and the ques- 
tion of a tour programme and other matters were discussed. It was decided that 
Bundelkhand was m most immediate need of inspection, and arrangements were 
made, so that I could march through that Agency at an early date Pnnted 
instructions for the prosecution of surveys were distributed with the object of givmg 
State Engmeers hues on which they could mitiate useful schemes 

7 December was spent m marchmg through Datia and Samthar Pages 1 
to 7 of the prmted mspection notes deal with this part of the tour, and need not 
be repeated It is sufficient to say that the prehmmary surveys now m hand 
show that by going 19 mdes above the Railway Bndge (across the Smd River) com- 
plete command can be obtamed over aU the Pahnj Smd Doab, which comprises 
nearly 1,600 square miles of the Datia, Gwahor and Indore temtones This is 
a very important matter, as the source of supply has a gathermg area of 10,000 
square miles, and as far as I can make out, possesses unlimited sites for reservoirs 
My expenence of s imil ar large Central India nvers, % e , the Betwa, Ken and Dha- 
san IS that they never fail to give enough water to fill storage volumes, and that 
consequently (li a sufficient number of dams are biult) the irngation of the com- 
manded areas will be as secure as that of the Ganges and Jumna Canals 

8 January and February were spent m tourmg through Chhatarpur, Bijawar, 
and Panna as described m pages 7 to 23 of the inspection notes Smce they were 
written I have employed survey parties m testmg the possibdities of the Upper 
Ken and Upper Dhasan Canals with the results that useful schemes seem to be 
possible As described m paragraph 7, irrigation schemes, which depend on large 
nvers with sufficient storage power, are safe in years of drought, and for this rea- 
son I have hitherto devoted most of my tune to such enterprises 

9 At the same tune the mspection notes wdl show that the question of exist- 
ing tanks and small reservoirs have not been neglected Very useful results may 
be expected, if old storage bunds arc merely put m order, and if the people are 
restramed from cuttmg them for the purpose of cultivatmg the beds of the tanks 
This penny-wise-pound-foohsh pohcy has had disastrous effects No doubt the 
beds of tanks are very fertile, but the area is often smaller than would be cultivated 
along the fnnge, if the water was allowed to remam m the reservoirs, from whence 
it mamtamed the spnng level m surroundmg wells, from whence the dew benefitted 
the neighbourmg pasturage, and where it was a never-endmg source of comfort 
to man and beast 

10 During the month of March visits were paid to Ajmer, Indore, Bhopal, 
Jhansi, Gwahor and Nowgong 

11 At Ajmer I had the advantage of conferrmg with Mr Manners Snuth, 
who was about to close his office, and who was, therefore, m a position to transfer . 
to Central India surveyors, draughtsmen, clerks and instruments 

12 At Indore I explamed the scope of the proposed Smd, Dhasan and Ken 
Canals to the Hon’ble the Agent and settled various financial matters with the 
Secretary for Pubhc Works Mr Cowley, the State Engmeer, consulted me about

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a useful project wlucli was approaclung completion, and informed me that several 
others were in course of preparation 

13 A halt was made at Bhopal by request of the Begam Her Highness 
explamed existmg troubles about imtiatmg project work Major Bayley was pre- 
sent, and I subsequently gave him a memorandum statmg what course seemed 
advisable 

14 At Jhansi the surveys m connection with the proposed Smd Eiver Canal 
were discussed and the Overseer was directed to level on a new tnal hue, which 
has since been found very smtable If his observataons are accurate, the Smd 
River Canal will be a far more economical work than the existmg Betwa or Ken 
Canal, and will I think be just as beneficial 

16 At Nowgong I met Mr G B Scott and exqilamed what observations I 
required m connection with the upper reaches of the Dhasan and Ken I found 
this officer had an mvaluable knowledge of the country, and was about to dismiss 
hiB stafi of tramed surveyors, tmdals, etc With the sanction of the Hon’ble 
the Agent I was therefore very pleased to engage his services and to place under 
his orders the men I had engaged at Ajmer Thus it has happdy occurred that 
with the help of Mr Manners Smith’s stafi and Mr Scott’s stafi, I will soon be m 
a position to report on the potential value of the proposed canals from the Upper 
Dhasan and Upper Ken They are explamed m the accompanymg inspection 
notes for January and February 1906, and are referred to m paragraph 718 of the 
Imgation Commission Report, Part 11 

16 When these matters are settled the same men will be employed, as ex- 
plamed m the above paragraph, m — 

(a) deciding what measures if any should be taken for the restoration, 

repairs or improvement of existing tanks, 

(b) surveying with the object of selecting additional works, small and large. 

17 From Nowgong I passed on to Gwahor, where the Maharaja had arranged 
an excursion to inspect the site of the new reservoir m the Sank nver The Superm- 
tendmg Engineer, Mr Mooraj, had prepared a rough scheme showmg that it would 
cost about 20 lacs I went over the site of the dam and road some 10 miles along 
the proposed hne of mam canal The project seemed promising, and His High- 
ness was therefore enabled to order commencement of the earthwork and thus 
find employment for 26,000 distressed people. It was, however, arranged that 
Mr Mooraj should complete his scheme and drawmgs and brmg it to me for final 
consideration. 

18 As regards the work earned out m Indore, I have received a complete 
memorandum by Mr Cowley, State Bngmeer It is, that between September 
1904 and October 1905 Rs 39,000 were spent m repairing existmg tanks , the Resi- 
dent explains that this allotment will be mcreased m the coming year l^ Cowley 
adds that three rmgation parties have been makmg hydrographic surveys between 
November 1906 and April 1906, and that several projects are now bemg prepared 
m this office 

From the list that has been furnished it is plam that a large programme of 
work will be ready for execution as soon as the Darbar will give the funds, or when- 
ever famme necessitates the employment of distressed labourers 

19 In Bhopawar Agency, Major Bevdle states that the irrigation outlay 
m Dhar amounted to Rs 40,000, m Barwam to Rs 10,000 In Jobat some money 
was also spent, but Jhabua and Ah Rajpur were too mvolved to find funds for 
imgation It is added that mpst of the Dhar and Barwam money was spent m 
the useful work of repairmg wells Surveys for a large tank at Pipn are, however, 
m hand, and it is well to Imow that cultivators are bemg encouraged to construct 
field bands 

This form of protective measure 11011 be specially beneficial to Central India, 
ns it reduces denudation and ravming, generally secures the rabi crops and streng- 
thens the subterranean resources 

20 In Malwa, Major Spence reports that protective works have been con- 
fined to — 

(а) Repairing existmg wells and tanks, 

(б) Constructmg new wells, etc 

The Darbar states that there is very httle scope for imgation projects. 
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21 In Baglielkliand, Major Cubitt reports that the country is suitable for 
field embankments and that both Rewa and Nagod grant propnetary rights m 
the land, which is thus improved This is a very important matter, and I under- 
stand considerable activity m this direction has thereby resulted Indeed when 
I was tourmg m the Panna State, and was recommendmg this mdustry to the 
headmen of the vdlages, they told me it was becoming popular m Nagod It is 
hoped that the movement wdl become general, and wdl receive ample encourage- 
ment from all Darbars 

22 In Gwahor, Bbs Highness has appomted Mr Mooraj, Supermtendmg 
Bngmeer of Irrigation, and has given him a full staff of assistants to project new 
works One large project has recently been sanctioned, and kir Mooraj is con- 
fident that more will soon follow Very considerable activity m protective works 
may be, therefore, expected m the near future, as Gwahor possesses many good 
streams and nvers 

23 In Bhopal, Her Highness has appomted two Assistant Engmeers, and I 
hope soon to receive projects from them 

24 In Bnndelkhand, aU the States are carrymg out small works and assistmg 
cultivators with taccavi for repair to tanks and wells 

Nothmg more need be said about the prosecution of larger schemes m this 
Agency 

26 The Imperial outlay m 1905-06 amounted to Rs 20,000 and mcluded 
the salary and traveUmg allowance of the Consulting Engmeer and his Camp esta- 
bhshment Bisharat Husam, Overseer, was employed from the 16th January 
1906 at Rs 160 per mensem for the purpose of surveymg the Smd River Canal 
Project

Memorandum of the Hoyal Vtsit to Indore 

Their Boyal Highnesses the PnneQ and Princess of Wales amved at Indore Eailway 
Amv&l of Their Boyal HighneaseB the Prince and Station, by special tram, at 6 PM, on Wednes 
Princess of Wales at Indore. day, the 15th November 1905 

As Their Royal Highnesses travelled rapidlj, the ceremony of the meeting between 
the Pnnce of Wales and the Maharaja of Indore on the border of Indore territory was 
omitted 


A Guard of Honour of Native Infantry, with band and colours, was drawn up on 
the platform , and a Royal Salute of 81 guns was fired by the Indore State Artdlery as the 
tram entered the station 


Their Royal Highnesses were received on the platform by His Hjghness the Maharaja, 

accompanied by his four principal 
Sardars, by all the other Chiefs 
entitled to a salute who were 
present at Indore, by the Agent to 
the Governor-General, and the 
General Officer Commanding the 
6th Division, with tbeir staffs, by 
Officers Commanding Regiments 
at Mhow, and by the Officer Com- 
manding the 89th Central India 
Horse, and by aU Political Officers 
present at Indore Each Chief was 
accompanied by one Sardar The 
Nawab-Begam of Bhopal by her 
two elder sons Their Highnesses 
the Maharajas of Orchha and Datia 
were accompanied by their sons 

The Agent to the Governor- General made the presentations to His Boyal Highness and 
the PiTst Assistant to the Princess 

At the Railway Station all Buhng Chiefs present on the platform and heirs apparent 
were presented to Their Royal Highnesses Sardars were not presented Her Highness the 
Nawab Begam's sons were both presented All European officials and Mihtary officers were 
presented to Their Royal Highnesses 

The Bundelkhand Agency Jagirdars and guaranteed Thaturs of the hlalwa, Bhopawar, 
and Indore Agencies and some native gentlemen of the Indore Residency attended as 
spectators European gentlemen and ladies were also present as spectators 

Spectators were accommodated in roped enclosures (Europeans m Enclosure A and 
native gentlemen in Enclosure B ) 

Their Royal Highnesses were escorted by four squadrons of the Central India Horse, one 
squadron of Holkar Imperial Service Cavalry, and one squadron of Bhopal Victoria Lancers 

The road from the Railway Station to the Residency boundary was lined by the 
'Maharaja's troops, and thence to the Residency House by troops of the Indian Armj , who 
saluted as Their Royal Highnesses passed A Royal Salute was fired by the Royal Artillery 
as Thar Royal Highnesses arrived at the Residency House, where a Guard of Honour of 
British Infantry was m attendance 

Pull dress uniform was worn by all except by officers in the suite of Their Royal 
Highnesses 

At 8 p M there was a quiet dinner at the Residency 

In the evening the Station and Bazaar were ill nmina ted, and there was a display of fire- 
works at the river gardens, where the Bundel-
